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A  modest  proposal? 

Military  to  Screen  Recruits  for  HTLV-III 


-September  14, 1985

WASHINGTON,  DC  —  In 
what  Pentagon  officials  are  calling 
a  “modest”  first  step,  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Defense  (DoD)  an¬ 
nounced  August  30  it  will  screen 
all  prospective  military  recruits  for 
the  HTLV-III  antibody.  Those 
testing  positive  on  both  ELISA 
and  Western  Blot  tests  will  be  re¬ 
jected  from  the  military. 

Still  pending  before  the  Armed 
Forces  Epidemiological  Board  is  a 
decision  about  whether  to  also 
screen  all  women  and  men  who  are 
currently  in  the  service.  Further, 
the  DoD  has  ordered  military  and 
civilian  blood  banks  to  turn  over 
the  names  of  military  donors  who 
test  positive  for  the  HTLV-III  an¬ 
tibody.  The  order,  originally  to  be 
implemented  June  30,  was  delayed 
pending  reevaluation  by  the 
epidemiological  board  which  is  a 
civilian  body.  (See  GCN,  Vol.  13, 
No.  4) 

According  to  Pentagon 
spokesperson  Lt.  Col.  Peter 
Wyro,  the  primary  rationale  for 
testing  new  recruits,  which  will 
begin  October  1,  is  to  protect  the 
recruits  themselves  from  other  ill¬ 
nesses  they  could  be  in  danger  of 
contracting  during  military  duty. 
Although  Wyro  acknowledged 
that  a  positive  HTLV-III  test  is  not 
an  indicator  of  AIDS,  immune 
dysfunction,  or  of  ability  to  trans¬ 
mit  the  virus,  he  told  GCN  he 
believes  a  positive  HTLV-III  test 
“foreshadows  serious  illness.” 

Specifically,  Wyro  maintained 

Western  civ.  cited 


that  the  military  inoculates  recruits 
with  live  smallpox  virus,  a  practice 
which  would  endanger  persons 
with  an  immune  deficiency.  Se¬ 
cond,  recruits  “must  be  deployed 
worldwide,”  possibly  in  regions  of 
the  world  where  there  is  a  high  in¬ 
cidence  of  tuberculosis.  Again,  a 
person  with  immune  deficiency 
would  be  at  substantial  risk  of  con¬ 
tracting  the  illness,  said  Wyro. 
Third,  on  the  battlefield,  military 
personnel  are  sometimes  used  as 
blood  donors  when  transfusions 
are  necessary.  Wyro  said  DoD 
reasoned  that  persons  with  a 
positive  HTLV-III  test  may  trans¬ 
mit  the  virus  or  AIDS  in  giving 
blood. 

When  asked  if  the  military  tests 
for  other  viruses  or  immune  defi¬ 
ciencies  that  have  no  relation  to 
AIDS,  Wyro  appeared  uncertain. 
Standard  physical  exams  for 
recruits  are  very  general,  and 
usually  involve  only  specific" 
testing  for  syphilis  and  German 
measles.  Kathy  Gilberd,  of  the  Na¬ 
tional  Lawyers  Guild  Military  Law 
Task  Force,  told  GCN,  “If  not  for 
homophobia,  we  would  not  be  see¬ 
ing  this.” 

Lesbian  and  gay  activists  in¬ 
volved  in  AIDS  work  have  loudly 
opposed  such  testing,  calling  it  a 
smokescreen  for  identifying  gay 
men  in  the  military  and  a  misuse  of 
HTLV-III  testing,  which  was 
developed  to  screen  blood,  not  in¬ 
dividuals.  In  addition,  activists 
have  stressed  that  in  a  military  set¬ 


ting,  confidentiality  of  test  results 
is  hardly  likely. 

Wyro  claims  information  about 
HTLV-III  testing  will  be  sacro¬ 
sanct,  with  “nothing  entered  into 
[the  recruit’s]  general  file  except 
that  [the  recruit]  was  not  admitted 
due  to  a  medical  problem.”  Ac¬ 
cording  to  Kathy  Gilberd, 
however,  “If  it’s  in  the  file,  it’s 
fair  game.  The  material  will  pro¬ 
bably  not  be  massively  available, 
but  the  Pentagon’s  attention  to 
confidentiality  has  historically  not 
been  great.”  John  Wall,  co-chair 
of  the  San  Francisco-based 
Mobilization  Against  AIDS,  said, 
“I  don’t  believe  for  one  minute  the 
assurances  of  some  highly  paid  of¬ 
ficial  who  gets  up  and  says  this  will 
be  confidential....  This  is  the 
beginning  of  a  witchhunt.” 

Further,  should  the  DoD  decide 
to  test  all  current  military  service 
people,  the  threat  to  confidentiali¬ 
ty  would  be  much  greater.  Accor¬ 
ding  to  Gilberd,  even  if  DoD  at¬ 
tempted  to  maintain  confidentiali¬ 
ty  about  the  results  of  HTLV-III 
testing,  it  would  not  only  be-  ex¬ 
tremely  difficult,  but,  in  fact,  “a 
departure  from  regulation  and 
practice.”  Gilberd  urged  military 
personnel  who  believe  they  may 
have  been  exposed  to  HTLV-III  to 
“seek  civilian  medical  and  legal 
people  out  before  [going  through] 
the  military.”  But,  she  added,  “If 
everybody’s  being  pulled  in  for 
testing,  it’ll  be  impossible.”  She 
added  that  even  if  those  testing 


Texas  Sodomy  Law  Stands

NEW  ORLEANS  —  A  U.S. 
Court  of  Appeals  has  ruled  that 
Texas’  sodomy  laws  directed 
against  homosexuals  are  constitu¬ 
tional,  reversing  a  lower  court 
decision.  The  ruling  released  by 
the  Fifth  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals 
on  August  26  cites  “the  strong  ob¬ 
jection  to  homosexual  conduct 
which  has  prevailed  in  Western 
culture  for  the  past  seven  cen¬ 
turies”  as  part  of  its  justification. 

An  appeal  to  the  U.S.  Supreme 
Court  is  under  consideration,  and 
gay  and  legal  activists  have  re¬ 
newed  efforts  to  mount  a 
challenge  to  laws  that  criminalize 
gay  sex. 

Texas  activists  immediately 
responded  to  the  ruling  with  a 
candlelight  rally  on  September  2, 
called  to  “reconfirm  the  dignity 
and  integrity  of  gay  people  in  this 
city  and  to  signal  the  beginning  of 
a  renewed  activity  on  all  fronts,” 
according  to  Bill  Nelson  of  the 
Dallas  Gay  Alliance  (DGA).  An 
estimated  1700  men  and  women 
assembled  at  Dallas  City  Hall, 
where  speakers  from  the  DGA, 
Dallas  Women’s  Political  Caucus, 
Metropolitan  Community 
Church,  and  the  Dallas  City  Coun¬ 
cil  addressed  the  crowd.  The  im¬ 
pact  on  local  anti-discrimination 
laws  and  prosecution  of  gay  men 
for  public  and  private  sex  is  still 
unknown. 

The  court’s  nine-to-seven  deci¬ 
sion  in  the  Bakers.  Wade  decision 
upholds  a  Texas  Penal  Code  law 
that  forbids  engaging  in  “deviate 
sexual  intercourse  with  another  in¬ 
dividual  of  the  same  sex.”  Under 
Texas  law,  deviate  sexual  inter¬ 
course  is  defined  as  “any  contact 


between  any  part  of  the  genitals  of 
one  person  and  the  mouth  or  anus 
of  another  person.” 

Last  May,  another  U.S.  Court 
of  Appeals  issued  a  ruling  which 
contradicts  that  of  the  Fifth  Cir¬ 
cuit.  In  Hardwick  v.  Bowers,  the 
Eleventh  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals 
ruled  that  the  state  of  Georgia’s 
sodomy  law  “infringes  upon  the 
fundamental  constitutional  rights 
of  the  homosexual....  [T]he  state 
must  prove  in  order  to  prevail  that 
it  has  a  compelling  interest  in 
regulating  this  behavior.”  (See 
GCN,  Vol.  13,  No.  3.) 

Calling  the  decision 
“devastating,”  Nancy  Langer, 
public  information  director  of  the 
Lambda  Legal  Defense  and 
Education  Fund,  said  the  conflic¬ 
ting  rulings  of  the  two  appeals 
courts  make  a  Supreme  Court  rul-~ 
ing  all  the  more  important.  “After 
15  years  of  avoiding  challenges  [to 
sodomy  laws],  it’s  time  for  the 
Supreme  Court  to  decide.  We’d 
like  the  Court  to  issue  a  decision 
on  this  burning  public  policy 
issue.” 

Langer  said  that  efforts  to 
challenge  states’  sodomy  laws  have 
been  coordinated  by  litigators  for 
the  last  year,  and  that  they  plan  to 
bring  the  “strongest  possible 
case”  to  the  High  Court. 

Attorney  James  Barber  of 
Dallas,  who  represented  plaintiff 
Donald  Baker,  told  GCN  no  deci¬ 
sion  has  been  made  yet  about  ap¬ 
pealing  the  ruling.  An  appeal  to 
the  Supreme  Court  must  be  filed 
within  90  days  of  the  decision’s  is¬ 
suance,  but  the  Court  is  not 
obliged  to  accept  the  case;  the 
other  option  is  to  ask  the  Fifth  Cir¬ 


cuit  Court  to  reconsider  the  case. 

Given  the  conservative  make-up 
of  both  courts,  neither  option  is 
viewed  as  optimal.  Barber  points 
out  that  six  of  the  nine  judges  who 
voted  for  the  majority  opinion 
were  appointed  by  Ronald 
Reagan,  who  has  filled  the  federal 
court  system  with  “corporate 
lawyer  types  —  conservative, 
upper-middle  class,  white  males 
who  have  no  sense  of  concern  for 
civil  rights.”  Barber  called  the 
brief,  three-page  decision  a 
“flagrantly  political  piece  of 
writing  not  dealing  with  the  case.” 
Barber  vehemently  criticized  gay 
and  lesbian  Republicans  who  sup¬ 
ported  Reagan,  who  in  turn  ap¬ 
pointed  a  reactionary  judiciary. 
Barber  urged  them  to  switch  their 
support  to  gay  and  lesbian  causes. 

The  plaintiff  in  the  case,  Donald 
Baker,  could  not  be  reached  at 
press  time. 

The  Baker  decision  is  important 
because  sodomy  laws  are  the  foun¬ 
dation  of  anti-gay  discrimination, 
according  to  Gara  La  Marche,  ex¬ 
ecutive  director  of  the  Texas  Civil 
Liberties  Union.  “It  is  the  biggest 
barrier  to  other  civil  rights  pro¬ 
gress  in  such  areas  as  education, 
employment  and  housing....  I 
don’t  necessarily  expect  a  mass 
round-up,  D.A.’s  won’t  necessari¬ 
ly  start  prosecuting  gay  men,  but 
we  must  be  vigilant.” 

Both  Barber  and  La  Marche 
were  highly  critical  of  part  of  the 
majority  opinion  that  made 
reference  to  a  700-year  tradition  of 
“strong  objection  to  homosexual 
conduct.”  “This  forms  an  incredi¬ 
ble  legal  basis,”  La  Marche  said.

positive  are  not  immediately  “sub¬ 
ject  to  discharge  proceedings, 
[there  is]  the  likelihood  of  harass¬ 
ment  from  the  command  —  of¬ 
ficial  and  unofficial.” 

Wyro  insists  that  a  military  ser¬ 
vice  person  testing  positive  for 
HTLV-III  would  be  given  further 
medical  testing  and  care  and 
allowed  to  remain  in  the  service 
unless  medically  unable  to  do  so. 
When  asked  if  a  gay  man  would  be 
discharged  if  information  about 
his  sexuality  were  found  in  his 


medical  file,  Wyro  again  main¬ 
tained  it  would  be  held  in  the 
strictest  confidence. 

Lt.  Col.  Anthony  Polk,  head  of 
the  DoD  Military  Blood  Program, 
admitted,  however,  that  while 
generally  he  believes  “patient- 
doctor  confidentiality  will  be 
maintained,  if  you  say  that  [you’re 
gay]  to  a  physician,  and  he’s  hard¬ 
core,  it  may  not  be  maintained.” 

While  Wyro  denied  testing  of 
personnel  would  be  used  to  screen

DSS  Goes  Thru 
the  Motions

WORCESTER,  MA  — 
Culminating  two  years  of  work, 
the  Department  of  Social  Services 
(DSS)  issued  its  new  regulations, 
holding  a  public  hearing  in 
Worcester  on  August  22.  But  judg¬ 
ing  by  the  testimony,  the  most  con¬ 
troversial  aspect  of  the  250-page 
volume  of  regulations  still  centers 
on  one  page,  the  page  which  de¬ 
scribes  placement  preference. 

Although  approximately  75  per¬ 
cent  of  the  testimony  was  about 
foster  placement  in  the  homes  of 
single  parents  and  gay  and  lesbian 
parents,  Commissioner  Marie 
Matava  insists  that  the  policy, 
which  provides  a  hierarchy  of 
placements  with  the  “traditional 
family”  receiving  preference,  is 
simply  misunderstood.  She  told 
GCN  following  the  hearing  that 
she  heard  nothing  in  the  testimony 
which  would  lead  her  to  think  dif¬ 
ferently  about  the  new  regulations 
or  to  change  them. 

Although  it  was  clear  that  public 
testimony  on  the  placement  policy 
would  have  no  real  effect  on  its 
final  form,  the  hearings  were 
nonetheless  interesting  for  the 
variety  of  testimony,  by  speakers 
such  as  union  representatives, 
legislators,  legal  workers,  and 
clinicians  as  well  as  foster  parents 
and  former  foster  children.  All 


told,  it  has  become  clear  that  this  is 
not  a  popular  policy,  at  least  with 
people  willing  to  travel  a  distance 
to  express  their  opinions. 

The  Reverend  Kathy  Piccard, 
an  Episcopal  priest,  presented  her 
story  and  used  it  as  illustrative  of 
the  weaknesses  in  the  policy.  Over 
the  past  six  years,  she  told  the  DSS 
panel,  she  has  been  a  foster  parent 
to  17  youngsters.  When  DSS  ap¬ 
proached  her  to  take  in  a  teenage 
girl,  she  agreed.  When  filling  out 
the  questionnaire,  she  was  asked 
by  the  case  worker  what  her  sexual 
orientation/preference  was,  to 
which  she  replied  “private.”  “The 
homefinder,  who  has  known  me 
several  years,”  testified  Piccard, 
“forwarded  the  placement  pro¬ 
posal  to  the  central  office, 
presumably  considering  it  the  best 
placement  for  the  child.  But  they 
immediately  decided  not  to  place 
the  child  with  me,  and  they  admit¬ 
tedly  did  this  without  any  clinical 
judgment  of  her  individual  needs, 
but  just  because  of  my  answer.  Did 
she  have  to  go  far  away,  and  thus 
lose  her  job?  Did  she  have  to  go  to 
one  of  the  teen  shelters,  because 
there  were  no  ‘ideal’  families 
under  the  state’s  new  policy?  I 
don’t  know.” 

Piccard  told  the  DSS  panel  that

RICHMOND,  VA  —  The  National  Women’s 
Health  Network  filed  a  challenge  in  District  Court 
here  August  22  to  the  A.H.  Robins  Co’s  attempt  to  de¬ 
clare  bankruptcy,  according  to  the  Boston  Globe. 
Bankruptcy  protection  would  have  the  immediate  ef¬ 
fect  of  delaying  about  5,100  pending  suits  from 
women  who  charge  they  were  injured  by  the 
company’s  Daikon  Shield. 

Robins,  based  in  Richmond,  filed  its  petition  to 
reorganize  under  the  bankruptcy  laws  on  August  21. 
The  company  said  it  is  financially  healthy,  but  was  fil¬ 
ing  due  to  “the  continuing  burden  on  litigation  related 
to  the  Daikon  Shield.” 

“What  A.H.  Robins  is  trying  to  do  is  outrageous. 
It's  another  indication  of  its  corporate  irresponsibili¬ 
ty,”  said  Victoria  Leonard,  executive  director  of  the 
Network.  U.S.  sales  of  the  shield  from  1970-74  have 
thus  far  resulted  in  more  than  14,300  lawsuits  by 
women  who  claim  to  have  suffered  pelvic  infections, 
sterility,  and  involuntary  abortion.  As  of  this  spring’, 
Robins  and  its  insurer  had  paid  approximately  $387.3 
million  for  9,230  cases  and  $107.3  million  in  legal  ex¬ 
penses.  The  suits  now  on  hold  pending  a  decision  of 
the  company’s  bankruptcy  petition  seek  millions  of 
dollars  in  damages. 

According  to  attorney  Aaron  Levine,  the  network 
challenge  to  the  bankruptcy  petition  is  brought  on 
behalf  of  the  15,000-member  women’s  health  group 
as  well  as  88  women  he  represents  who  have  suits 
pending  against  A.H.  Robins. 

Recent  court  battles  have  uncovered  evidence 
that  Robins’  executives  were  aware  of  the  harmful  ef¬ 
fects  of  the  shield,  but  continued  to  promote  the 
device,  selling  about  2.8  million  Daikons  in  the  U.S. 
and  overseas. 


the  case  of  the  battered  testicles 

TORONTO  —  Owen  Yuen,  a  Canadian  man  ac¬ 
cused  of  committing  an  “indecent  act,”  was  ultimate¬ 
ly  acquitted  in  his  1983  trial,  but  not  before  being  sub¬ 
jected  to  some  rather  bizarre  theories  about  the 
characteristics  of  gay  male  sexual  organs.  The  Body 
Politic  reports  that  Yuen  had  complained  that  the  ar¬ 
resting  officers  had  assaulted  him.  His  attorney, 
Peter  Maloney,  called  Dr.  Gabriel  Leung  to  testify 
regarding  the  extent  of  the  injuries.  In  addition  to 
facial  bruises,  wrist  abrasions,  and  a  broken  tooth, 
Dr.  Leung  testified  that  Owen  Yuen’s  scrotum  was 
“grossly  swollen”  and  that  he  had  suffered  “exten¬ 
sive  bruising”  of  his  scrotal  sack.  Asked  whether 
these  injuries  were  consistent  with  an  assault,  Dr. 
Leung  replied  that  they  were.  But,  unlike  the  gullible 
Dr.  Leung,  Crown  Attorney  Marrisa  Goebbels  implied 
she  knew  the  real  reason  for  Owen  Yuen’s  battered 
testicles.  What  follows  is  an  edited  version  of  the 
court  transcript. 

GOEBBELS:  Are  you  able  to  say  whether  any  of 
these  injuries  or  physical  trauma  that  the  accused 
displayed  is  consistent  with  vigorous  homosexual  ac¬ 
tivity? 

LEUNG:  I  don’t  think  so. 

GOEBBELS:  Have  you  ever  seen  any  homosexual 
male  —  have  you  ever  examined  the  reproductive 
organs  of  a  homosexual  male? 

LEUNG:  No. 

GOEBBELS:  I  can’t  ask  you  any  more  questions 
then.  Thank  you. 


robust  debate 

WILMINGTON,  DE  —  The  Wilmington  City  Coun¬ 
cil  squelched  a  lesbian  and  gay  rights  bill  on  August 
15  by  a  10-2  vote,  according  to  the  Philadelphia  Gay 
News.  Tfie  bill,  which  would  have  outlawed 
discrimination  on  the  basis  of  sexual  orientation  in 
some  city  contracts,  housing  and  public  accommo¬ 
dations,  did  not  even  receive  the  votes  of  all  its  co¬ 
sponsors.  Theopalis  Gregory  explained  his  no  vote, 
saying  he  had  only  become  a  co-sponsor  “to  allow  for 
robust  debate.” 

Opposing  the  bill  were  representatives  of  the 
Delaware  chapter  of  the  Southern  Christian  Leader¬ 
ship  Conference,  the  Union  Baptist  Church,  and  a 
self-described  “civil  rights  lawyer”  representing  “city 
residents,  property  owners  or  those  employed  here.” 

Arguing  in  favor  were  four  gay  and  Tesbian  ac¬ 
tivists:  Ivo  Dominguez,  Jr.,  of  the  Wilmington  Civil 
Rights  Commission,  Susan  Eggest  and  Cyrella 
Caldwell,  of  the  Delaware  NOW  Lesbian  Rights  Task 
Force,  and  Reverend  Jim  Hensley,  pastor  of  Im¬ 
manuel  Metropolitan  Community  Church.

Dr.  O’Shea,  who  has  lived  and  worked  in 
England  for  30  years,  was  a  founder,  in  1981,  of  the 
Irish  in  Britain  Representation  Group,  which  has  been 
working  for  repeal  of  the  PTA  as  well  as  challenging 
anti-Irish  policy  in  England.  O’Shea  has  also  been  ac¬ 
tive  in  the  anti-psychiatry  movement.  She  faces  trial 
in  the  fall  on  charges  of  “conspiracy  to  cause  an  ex¬ 
plosion  in  the  United  Kingdom.” 

The  PTA  is  a  police  powers  bill  that  allows  British 
police  to  arrest  and  detain  for  seven  days  any  suspect 
Irish  person.  O’Shea,  now  out  on  bail,  was  held  in 
solitary  confinement  for  five  weeks.  British  police  had 
searched  her  home  and  removed  papers  and  files,  in¬ 
cluding  records  of  clients,  prior  to  her  arrest. 

O’Shea  has  since  been  fired  from  her  job  as  has 
her  daughter,  a  youth  and  community  development 
worker. 

The  Dr.  Maura  O’Shea  Support  Committee  is 
organizing  a  petition  campaign  and  a  letter-writing 
campaign  to  MPs  and  the  Home  Minister.

only  the  best  will  do 

WASHINGTON,  DC  —  The  House  subcommittee 
overseeing  research  on  AIDS  has  hired  an  “expert  on 
AIDS”  —  you  guessed  it  —  none  other  than  renowned 
homophobe  Paul  Cameron. 

According  to  the  Philadelphia  Gay  News,  Rep. 
William  Dannemayer  (R-CA),  senior  member  of  the 
House  Energy  and  Commerce  subcommittee  on 
health  and  environment,  hired  Cameron  as  a  consul¬ 
tant  for  one  month  at  the  fee  of  $2,000. 

Dannemayer  asserts  Cameron’s  expulsion  from 
the  American  Psychology  Association  and  the 
Nebraska  Psychology  Association  was  accom¬ 
plished  by  people  who  have  abandoned  their  "moral 
compass.” 

Among’  other  favorite  rallying  cries,  Cameron 
regularly  announces  that  all  homosexuals  should  be 
quarantined  to  stop  the  spread  of  AIDS. 

Acting  on  Cameron’s  expert  advise,  Dannemayer 
has  stated  he  will  demand  that  Health  and  Human 
Services  Secretary  Margaret  Heckler  ban  all  blood 
and  organ  donations  by  gay  men. 

So  much  for  overseeing  research  on  AIDS. 


We  at  the  GCN  Prisoner  Project  often  get 
letters  from  prisoners  who  are  really  being 
treated  rudely  (above  and  beyond  the  usual 
terrorism  of  the  prison  business)  because  of 
their  being  queer:  sexual  assaults,  denial  of  les¬ 
bian  and  gay  publications,  transfer  to  other 
prisons  when  they  try  to  file  protests.  It.’s  a  frus¬ 
trating  experience  for  us  because,  to  begin 
with,  prisoners  are  often  hard  to  contact  (even 
by  mail!)  especially  at  times  when  the  prison  is 
harassing  them.  This  is  one  of  the  tools  of  the 
prison  trade:  what  the  folks  outside  don’t  know 
about  won’t  make  them  angry. 

But  prisoners  are  especially  hard  to  con¬ 
tact  and  support  from  long  distances.  Prison 
officials  in  Attica,  N.Y.,  and  Soledad,  Calif.,  are 
much  more  responsive  to  letters,  etc.,  from 
Buffalo/Rochester  and  San  Francisco  than  they 
are  to  letters  and  press  coverage  from  Boston. 
They’re  afraid  that  local  media  or  some  local 
group  or  lawyer  might  get  involved  and  burst 
their  net  of  secrecy  and  call  public  attention  to 
something  the  officials  want  to  keep  behind 
their  walls. 

So  we’re  going  to  try  to  put  together  some 
information  about  individuals,  groups,  media, 
etc.,  in  the  vicinity  of  prisons  where  we  have 
lesbian  or  gay  readers.  Any  information  of  this 
sort  that  you  might  have  is  of  interest  to  us.  For 
example,  information  about  individuals  who 
would  be  willing  on  a  now-and-then  basis  to 
write  a  letter  of  support  at  a  critical  moment  to 
a  prisoner  (not  necessarily  as  a  penpal,  just 
helping  out  in  a  hard  time  and  at  the  same  time 
letting  the  prison  officials  know  that  the  person 
does  have  some  contact  with  the  outside),  or 
maybe  a  letter  of  protest  to  a  warden  or  to  the 
local  media:  such  information  would  be  very 
helpful  in  critical  moments  for  these  incredibly 
vulnerable  people. 

Let  us  hear  from  you  so  we  can  begin  to 
compile  a  network  of  resources  in  the  vicinity  of 
each  prison  where  we  have  readers.  Any  inform¬ 
ation  at  all  (it  needn’t  be  strictly  lesbian  or  gay 
resources)  would  be  appreciated,  as  would  any 
relevant  ideas  or  experience  you  want  to  add 
regarding  prisoner  support.

BLGPA  sponsored  two  can¬ 
didates  nights  and  made  their  en¬ 
dorsements  based  on  the  can¬ 
didates’  responses  to  a  brief  ques¬ 
tionnaire,  their  appearances 
before  the  group,  and  their  will¬ 
ingness  to  be  publicly  endorsed  by 
the  organization. 

The  first  night  featured  at-large 
candidates  from  both  the  city 
council  and  the  school  committee. 
Councillors-at-large  Willie  Allen, 
Ken  Davis,  Christopher  Iannella, 
Michael  Kane,  Frederick 
Langone,  and  Michael  McCor¬ 
mack  came  seeking  endorsements. 

Albert  O’Neil,  one  of  the  most 
homophobic  members  of  the  cur¬ 
rent  city  council,  also  appeared, 
not  to  seek  endorsement  but  ap¬ 
parently  to  let  the  members  know 
that  he  is  aware  there  is  a  campaign 
to  defeat  him  in  this  election. 

Iannella  was  the  first  council 
candidate  to  speak.  An  incumbent 
on  the  current  council,  he  dis¬ 
cussed  his  support  of  the  Human 
Rights  Ordinance  which  passed 
during  the  past  council  term  and 
also  emphasized  his  recent  vote 
supporting  full  funding  for  the 
Department  of  Health  and 
Hospitals. 

The  council  recently  cut  the  pro¬ 
posed  budget  for  DHH  on  a  close 
seven-to-six  vote.  Included  within 
the  budget  are  funds  for  people 
with  AIDS,  neighborhood  health 
centers,  the  homeless,  and  funds 
to  combat  infant  mortality.  In 
Boston,  infant  mortality  rates  are 
significantly  higher  among  Black 
people  and  other  people  of  color 
than  among  whites. 

Iannella  introduced  the  measure 
which  would  have  restored  those 
cuts,  but  it  failed  on  a  7-to-6  vote. 
Iannella  is  one  of  four  candidates 
for  at-large  seats  who  are  also  in¬ 
cumbents.  The  others  are  Michael 


McCormack,  Joseph  Tierney,  and 
Albert  O’Neil. 

McCormack  emphasized  his 
support  of  the  human  rights  or¬ 
dinance  and  in  response  to  ques¬ 
tions  from  the  audience  said  he 
does  not  favor  a  civilian  review 
board  for  the  police  department. 
He  also  said  he  does  not  favor  a 
moratorium  on  condominium 
conversions  until  there  are  new 
housing  starts. 

McCormack,  like  Iannella, 
generally  responded  positively  to 
the  BLGPA  questionnaire, 
although  they  both  equivocated  on 
the  issues  of  domestic  partnership 
legislation. 

Althea  Garrison,  one  of  the 
longshots  in  the  race,  was  con¬ 
sistently  supportive  in  her  answers 
both  to  written  questions  and 
questions  from  the  audience. 

On  the  issue  which  seemed  to  be 
the  cutting  edge,  domestic  partner¬ 
ship  legislation,  Garrison  favored 
such  legislation,  saying,  “If  two 
people  are  living  together  like  man 
and  wife,  they  should  get  those 
[health  and  insurance]  benefits.” 
Although  BLGPA  members  later 
said  they  were  impressed  by  her, 
some  questioned  her 
“electability.” 

Incumbent  at-large  councillor 
O’Neil’s  appearance  surprised 
many  because  of  his  long-standing 
opposition  on  issues  of  concern  to 
lesbians  and  gay  men  as  well  as  to 
people  of  color.  O’Neil  recently 
ran  an  ad  in  the  South  Boston 
Marshal  referring  to  gay  people 
and  others  who  oppose  him  as 
“sick’s”  [s/c].  O’Neil  denied  he  is 
anti-gay,  brushing  back  such  sug¬ 
gestions  by  saying,  “It’s  a  lie.  I’m 
not  what  you  think  I  am.”  He  also 
said  he  has  a  “great  relationship” 
with  openly  gay  city  councillor 
David  Scondras. 

O’Neil  said  he  did  not  want  the 
group’s  endorsement;  as  he  left  the 
hall  he  said,  “At  least  I  came.” 

Another  at-large  candidate  was 
Ken  Davis,  currently  the  director 
of  the  Roxbury  YMCA.  Although 
Davis  was  overwhelmingly 
positive,  his  connection  with  the 
New  Alliance  Party  figured  heavi¬ 
ly  in  the  decision  not  to  endorse 
him.  One  member  accused  the 
New  Alliance  of  being  disruptive 
of  local  grass-roots  organizing, 
particularly  in  the  mayoral  race. 
Members  of  the  Rainbow  Coali¬ 
tion  were  also  angered  by  New 
Alliance  literature  they  say  ap¬ 
peared  in  New  York  claiming  re¬ 
sponsibility  for  the  mayoral  can¬ 
didacy  of  Mel  King. 

Willie  Allen  introduced  herself 
by  saying,  “I’m  Willie  Allen,  and 
I’m  definitely  not  one  of  the 
boys.”  Allen’s  response  to  ques¬ 
tions  was  uniformly  supportive. 

Introducing  himself  as  the  uncle 
of  a  lesbian  and  a  gay  man, 
Frederick  Langone  apologized  for 
not  having  completed  a  question¬ 
naire,  saying  he  “got  into  the  race 
late.”  Langone  was  a  former  ten- 
term  councillor  who  gave  up  his 
seat  to  run  in  the  last  Boston 
mayoral  race.  He  was  supportive 
of  AIDS  funding  but  opposed 
domestic  partnership  legislation 
for  people  “not  legally  married.” 
When  it  was  pointed  out  that  gay 
people  cannot  legally  marry,  he  re¬ 
sponded,  “I  didn’t  make  the 
laws,”  and  suggested  that  gay  peo¬ 
ple  have  the  law  changed. 

It  is  Langone  and  another  can¬ 
didate,  Michael  Kane,  who  are 
given  the  best  chance  of  unseating 
O’Neil  for  one  of  the  four  at-large 
city  council  seats.  Kane  is  known 
as  a  progressive  grass-roots 
organizer  who  is  making  his  First 
run  for  public  office.  He  is  the 
founder  and  director  of  the  Boston 
Affordable  Housing  Coalition  and 
is  calling  for  a  restoration  of  rent 
control  and  a  ban  on  con¬ 
dominium  conversions.  He  also  in¬ 
itiated  a  campaign  to  divest  public 


pension  funds  from  South  African 
companies. 

In  the  end,  BLGPA  voted  on  a 
slate  of  four  at-large  candidates, 
and  they  were  endorsed.  They 
were  Allen,  Iannella,  Kane,  and 
McCormack. 

Jimmy  Kelly,  incumbent  coun¬ 
cillor  from  District  2,  appeared, 
maintaining  his  support  of  les-

she  “declined  to  answer  for  moral 
reasons,”  adding,  “1  believe  that 
this  new  policy  in  regard  to  sexual 
preference  is  morally  faulty.  I  can¬ 
not  in  good  conscience  support 
this  policy  by  cooperating  with 
it.” 

Piccard  said  she  was  told  by 
DSS  that  she  was  a  “low  priority” 
for  further  placements,  as  long  as 
she  declined  to  answer  questions 
regarding  her  sexual  preference. 
She  was  also  told  that  placements 
would  be  made  only  if  they  could 
be  “justified  in  terms  of  clinical 
judgment.”  “But,”  she  said,  “if  it 
is  true  that  ‘clinical  judgments  of  a 
child’s  individual  needs  can  justify 
modification  of  the  priority 
regulations,’  then  the  regulations 
should  say  so.” 

After  describing  several  reasons 
why  she  believes  the  question 
should  not  be  asked  (although  she 
also  said  she  could  understand 
such  a  question  being  used  to 
screen  individuals  who  have  a  sex¬

ual  preference  for  children),  she 
added,  “If  questions  are  going  to 
be  asked,  the  DSS  should  be  ask¬ 
ing  about  anti-gay  intolerance  and 
homophobic  attitudes  in  foster 
parents,  group  care  settings,  kids 
and  families,  DSS  workers,  etc.” 

Piccard  also  played  on  a  theme 
which  many,  particularly  experts 
in  the  field,  have  already  brought 
up.  That  is,  many  children,  par¬ 
ticularly  victims  of  abuse,  would 
be  better  off  in  a  single-parent 
family  rather  than  in  a  “tradi¬ 
tional”  family. 

Following  the  six-hour  hearing, 
Matava  acknowledged  this  may  be 
the  case,  but  insisted  that  the  new 
policy  is  only  a  “framework,”  and 
that  it  is  flexible  enough  to  allow 
special  placements  to  be  made.  She 
said,  in  the  case  given,  she  would 
look  first  for  a  female  relative,  and 
that  is  consistent  with  the  place¬ 
ment  policy. 

However,  the  policy  pro¬ 
mulgated  by  the  department 
specifically  states  otherwise,  say¬ 
ing  in  part,  “No  placement  in  a 


bians  and  gay  men  in  spite  of  his 
generally  lukewarm  response  to 
the  written  questionnaire.  Kelly 
was  questioned  about  his  vote  in 
favor  of  the  DHH  cut.

non-traditional  setting  will  be 
made,  however,  unless  it  can  be 
clearly  demonstrated  that  there  is 
no  traditional  family  setting 
available,  or  likely  to  be  available, 
for  the  child  in  question.” 

In  other  testimony,  a  represen¬ 
tative  of  Prospect  House,  a  private 
Worcester  agency  which  places 
children  for  DSS,  said  her  agency 
had  stopped  placing  children  in 
single-parent  homes  because  they 
believed  the  policy  forbade  such 
placements.  Caseworker  Elaine 
Bergstrom  said  the  majority  of 
that  agency’s  available  homes  are 
single-parent  homes. 

Bergstrom  was  asked  by  GCN  if 
there  were  enough  foster  homes 
available  and  replied,  “No,  god 
no,”  adding,  “DSS  is  calling  us 
because  they  don’t  have  the 
homes.  Some  [of  the  kids]  go  to 
group  care.  There  will  always  be 
more  kids  than  homes.  There  are 
not  enough  [homes]  out  there 
under  any  circumstances.” 


In  a  later  interview,  DSS  Com¬ 
missioner  Marie  Matava  told  GCN 
that  Prospect  House  had  misinter¬ 
preted  the  policy.  Is  this  a  common 
misunderstanding  among  agen¬ 
cies,  especially  small  ones?  “I 
don’t  know,”  replied  Matava.  She 
said  the  major  effort  so  far  had 
been  focused  on  educating  DSS 
workers  about  the  new  policy  and 
that  private  agencies  will  have  to 
be  focused  on  now. 

Bergstrom  told  GCN  she  is  re¬ 
sentful  of  the  policy  because  of  its 
pronouncements  on  single 
parents.  As  a  single  mother,  she 
raised  a  daughter  and  now  is  a 
grandmother  herself.  She  has  had 
15  foster  children  since  1979,  rang¬ 
ing  in  age  from  11  to  18.  “How 
dare  anybody  say  I’m  not  a  fit 
parent,”  said  Bergstrom.  “It’s  an 
outrage.” 

When  asked  if  she  would  comp¬ 
ly  with  the  new  policy  which  re¬ 
quires  caseworkers  to  ask  the  sex¬ 
ual  preference  of  prospective 
parents,  she  said,  “No.  If  some¬ 
body  asked  me,  I’d  say  it  was  none 


himself.  Kelly  also  expressed 
agreement  with  the  current  foster 
care  policy  which  virtually  ex¬ 
cludes  lesbians  and  gay  men  and  he 
opposes  domestic  partnership 
legislation  as  well  as  a  civilian 
police  review  board.  Kelly  was  also 
criticized  for  attempting  to  weaken 
the  city’s  human  rights  ordinance

of  their  business.  It’s  an  insult.” 

Frank  Wills,  a  Boston 
psychiatrist,  told  of  his  ex¬ 
periences  as  a  foster  child  in  the 
Massachusetts  sytem  (before  DSS 
was  established.)  He  said  the  worst 
family  he  had  was  one  which  was 
considered  the  best  under  the  cur¬ 
rent  guidelines.  His  voice  shaking 
from  the  memory  of  that  time. 
Wills  told  the  audience  that  he  was 
unable  to  read  his  last  paragraph 
but  would  submit  it  as  written 
testimony. 

Wills  said  he  was  “strongly  dis¬ 
turbed”  by  the  policy  and  asked 
DSS  officials  how  many  workers 
would  suggest  a  placement  which 
needs  an  okay  from  the  highest 
level  of  the  department.  “And 
how  many  times  can  the  commis¬ 
sioner  overrule  her  own  list?” 
asked  Wills. 

Perhaps  some  of  the  most  in¬ 
teresting  testimony  of  the  day 
came  in  the  form  of  a  study  from 
the  Massachusetts  Legislative  Sub¬ 
committee  on  Foster  Care,  chaired 
by  Representative  Barbara  Hildt 
(D-Amesbury).  Published  in  July 
1985  and  titled  “In  the  Best  In¬ 
terest  of  the  Children?”  it  is  a 
survey  of  “homefinders,  social 
workers,  agency  directors  and 
other  foster  care  workers  in  38  of 
41  DSS  area  offices,  and  53  private 
agencies  in  the  state.”  Although 
91  interviews  were  conducted,  it  is 
an  informal  survey  and  a  more 
systematic  study  is  being  under¬ 
taken  by  the  committee. 

The  study  reports  three  fin¬ 
dings.  First,  that  “there  is  no 
evidence  to  support  priority  place¬ 
ment  of  foster  children  in  married, 
two-parent  families  over  any  other 
type  of  familial  arrangement.” 
Thirty-nine  percent  of  DSS  offices 
said,  according  to  the  study,  that 
“many  situations  call  for  a  child 
being  placed  with  a  single  parent 
rather  than  with  two.”  The  direc¬ 
tor  of  the  Boston  area  office 
reportedly  said  80  percent  of  their 
available  homes  were  with  single 
parents. 

The  second  finding  was  that 
“significant  numbers  of  children 
are  on  waiting  lists  for  foster 
homes  in  Massachusetts.” 
However,  information  was  not 
given  in  the  study  about  the  length 
of  the  waiting  period.  Also,  it  ap¬ 
pears  from  the  study  that  it  is 
relatively  uncommon  for  offices  to 
keep  these  statistics.  But,  as  with 
Bergstrom’s  comments,  many  in 
the  field  agree  there  is  a  shortage 
of  homes. 

But  perhaps  more  disturbing 
than  the  shortage  of  homes  is  that 
children  apparently  are  placed  in 
largely  inappropriate  placements 
as  a  result.  “One  Springfield- 
based  agency,”  said  the  study, 
“reported  that  out  of  10  children 
waiting  to  be  placed,  two  were  in 
psychiatric  hospitals,  one  was  in 
jail,  and  the  rest  were  runaways  or 
in  respite  care  programs.” 

The  third  finding  was  that  “Ef¬ 
forts  to  recruit  adequate  numbers 
of  new  foster  homes  may  be 
hindered  by  the  new  foster  care 
placement  policy.”  A  variety  of 
responses  were  reported  in  the 
survey.  “It  was  reported  from  a 
South  Shore  office  that  ‘recruiting 
has  become  more  difficult.  There 
is  more  paperwork.  It  deters  a  lot 
of  people  from  wanting  to  become 
foster  parents.’  ”

unfit  to  serve 

(GCN  received  a  copy  of  this  letter  to  the 
members  of  the  Massachusetts  Governor’s  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Council. — Ed.) 

Dear  Counselors: 

We  are  writing  to  express  our  opposition  to  the 
appointment  of  Robert  Banks  by  Governor 
Michael  Dukakis  to  the  Superior  Court  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Massachusetts  Trial  Court. 

Mr.  Banks  was  selected  to  be  the  Special  Pro¬ 
secutor  in  the  1983  Marcia  McWhinney,  Debra 
Midgley  and  Magui  Yero  murder  trial  in  Middle¬ 
sex  County.  In  the  course  of  that  trial,  Mr.  Banks 
exploited  the  defendants’  lesbianism  in  an  at¬ 
tempt  to  discredit  them.  In  his  closing  argument 
to  the  jury  he  said,  “There  is  a  philosophy  among 
gay  people  that  is  different  from  those  that  are 
straight,  and  you  might  want  to  consider  what 
that  is....”  (Transcript  of  Special  Prosecutor 
Banks’  closing  argument,  page  14) 

It  would  not  have  been  appropriate  for  Mr. 
Banks  to  utilize  ethnic  slurs  or  racial  prejudice  in 
his  closing  argument.  It  was  equally  inap¬ 
propriate  for  him  to  perpetuate  and  capitalize  on 
false  and  damaging  stereotypes  of  the  gay  and  les¬ 
bian  community  to  obtain  a  conviction.  Recently 
the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  of  Massachusetts 
commented  on  this  issue,  stating,  “We  agree  that 
it  would  be  improper  for  the  prosecutor  to  have 
suggested  that  the  fact  that  the  defendant  was 
homosexual  made  him  more  likely  to  commit 
murder....”  (Commonwealth  v.  Healev,  471  NE 
2nd  359,  393  Mass.  367,  388  [1984])).  ' 

In  addition,  Mr.  Banks’  suggestion  that  les¬ 
bians  who  are  raped  would  consider  the  violation 
as  “(s)omething  greater  in  their  minds. ..than  it 
might  be  in  others,”  and  that  their  outrage  would 
impel  them  to  murder  demonstrates  a  callousness 
to  the  trauma  of  rape  as  experienced  by  all 
women. 

We  think  these  statements  are  indicative  of  Mr. 
Banks’  intolerance  of  the  vast  numbers  of  gay  and 
lesbian  people  who  are  citizens  of  the  Common¬ 
wealth,  and  who  may  appear  before  him  on  the 
bench.  Furthermore,  these  statements  reflect  a 
lack  of  objectivity  and  fair-mindedness  which  are 
essential  in  the  judiciary. 

It  is  for  these  reasons  that  we  oppose  Mr. 
Banks’  appointment  to  the  bench.

creating  our  own 
prisons 

Dear  GCN : 

For  me,  the  true  liberation  of  Stonewall  has 
gone  far  beyond  legal  and  political  gains,  to  the 
very  core  of  my  personal  and  emotional  being  — 
creation  of  a  positive  identity  and  immersion  in  a 
culture  and  community  where  I  am  daily  sup¬ 
ported  and  renewed.  It  is  therefore  most  distress¬ 
ing  to  me  that  from  within  the  community  come 
voices  that  seek  to  create  our  own  “protective” 
prisons,  defining  the  limits  of  “proper”  conduct 
and  thereby  eliminating  access  to  opportunities 
for  continuing  explorations  of  ourselves  and  our 
sexuality. 

The  “lesbian  sex  magazines”  provide  us  with  a 
unique  opportunity  to  expand  our  awareness 
and/or  practices  of  possibilities  for  ourselves. 
Although  I  may  never  be  motivated  to  engage  in 
most  of  the  activities  they  present,  I  sometimes 
enjoy  perusing  them,  thus  visiting  new  worlds. 
When  I  hear  of  “our”  bookstores  refusing  to 
carry  them,  I  experience  a  sense  of  rage  and 
deprivation  for  the  women  thus  “protected,”  and 
am  grateful  that  my  local  movement  bookstores 
afford  me  the  opportunity  to  make  my  own 
choices.  1  am  deeply  mindful  that  some  of  the 
same  “feminists”  who  are  the  driving  force  of  the 
“anti-pom”  campaign  are  the  very  women  who 
expounded  on  the  “sickness”  of  my  lesbianism 
during  our  early  Consciousness  Raising  days. 

In  a  recent  letter  to  GCN,  Sally  Giacosanzi 
(7/6)  warns  that  “the  First  Amendment/free 
speech  ground  is  always  invoked  as  the  ultimate 
weapon  with  which  to  justify  unpopular 
actions.”  Is  this  bad ?  As  members  of  a  largely 
despised  sexual  minority,  let  us  always  act  in  acor- 
dance  with  the  adage  that  warns  that  “if  they 
come  for  you  today,  and  I  do  nothing,  they  will 
come  for  me  tomorrow.”  And  let  us  fully 
realize  that  the  malignant  repression  and  confor¬ 
mity  of  the  1950s  was  accomplished  primarily 
through  innuendo  and  intimidation,  not  through 
legislation. 

Ultimately,  my  body  and  my  mind  are  my  only 
sure  possessions,  mine  no  matter  what  poverty  or 
imprisonment  befall  me.  To  deprive  me  of  enjoy¬ 
ing  their  full  potentials  would  be  the  ultimate 
tragedy.  The  present  danger  makes  perfectly  clear 
that  the  protection  of  the  First  Amendment  is  per¬ 
sonal,  not  theoretical.

Dear  GCN: 

In  reading  today’s  newspapers,  the  Boston 
Globe  and  the  Worcester  Telegram  for  1 1  June 
1985,  I  find  distressing  news  on  all  fronts  for 
“Gay  Rights”  in  spite  of  the  encouragement 
received  at  the  New  England  Lutheran  Conven¬ 
tion  (LCA)  during  their  recent  meeting  in  Hart¬ 
ford,  Conn.  And  it  calls  to  mind  that  we  as  gays 
are  far  too  complacent  with  the  gains  of  the  past 
1 5  years,  and  unless  we  take  note  and  become  ac¬ 
tive  in  the  political  process,  we  stand  to  lose  those 
gains.  Gay  Pride  parades  are  fine,  but  the  power 
of  a  letter  to  Congressmen  or  Congresswomen 
holds  more  hope  for  our  gaining  our  rights. 

The  specific  articles  to  which  I  refer  are  from 
the  Associated  Press.  The  first  in  the  Globe  an¬ 
nounced  the  defeat  of  the  gay  rights  bill  in  the 
Maine  House.  This  is  testate  that  is  infamous 
for  its  killing  of  Charli^Joward  a  year  ago,  and 
its  subsequent  light  treatment  of  the  case,  that  in¬ 
deed  gays’  right  to  life  is  evidently  less  serious 
than  others.  But  this  death  is  what  led  to  my  even¬ 
tually  standing  up  at  the  New  England  Lutheran 
Convention  May  31  and  saying,  “My  name  is 
Randy  Rice,  I’m  a  member  of  Mt.  Olivet 
Lutheran  Church,  Shrewsbury,  Mass.,  I  am  a 
Lutheran  and  I  am  gay.”  As  a  non-voting 
visitor,  I  was  allowed  5  minutes  to  make  my  ap¬ 
peal  in  favor  of  a  resolution  in  support  of  pending 
legislation  within  the  New  England  territory,  and 
specifically  in  support  of  House  Bill  3123  and 
Senate  Bill  748,  which  is  pending  in  Massa¬ 
chusetts. 

I  had  contacted  the  Mass.  Gay  Political  Caucus 
for  information  of  other  legislation,  and  they 
were  not  aware  of  any  besides  Massachusetts.  I’m 
not  so  naive  that  I  would  think  a  group  of 
Lutherans  passing  a  resolution  in  favor  of  Gay 
Rights  Bills  would  have  turned  the  state  of  Maine 
around.  But  there  is  an  irony  in  this  whole  matter, 
the  House  in  Maine  voted  the  bill  in  defeat  on  a 
2-to-l  margin.  The  Lutherans  of  New  England 
voted  in  favor  of  such  legislation  on  a  2-to-l 
margin.  It  makes  me  proud  to  be  a  Lutheran  in 
the  times  of  conservatism  that  at  least  my  church 
is  maintaining  a  sane  stand  in  spite  of  the  hesitan¬ 
cy  of  legislators  to  make  such  a  stand. 

The  second  article  reports  the  refusal  of 
Presbyterians  to  end  their  ban  on  hiring  gays 
within  the  church.  This  is  a  valid  and  proper  deci¬ 
sion  by  a  church  body  which  they  may  do.  1 
wonder  though  if  the  Presbyterians  would  sup¬ 
port  a  Gay  Rights  Bill  for  the  “secular”  world. 
Morally,  there  is  no  argument  against  civil  rights 
for  gays,  and  though  many  churches  are  homo- 
phobic  and  fear  that  such  support  would  lead  to 
their  having  to  hire  gays  or  have  a  “gay  quota,” 
they  should  realize  that  they  are  by  their  nature 
not  obligated  by  Gay  Rights  Bills  to  hire  gays  any 
more  than  they  are  obligated  to  hire  someone  of 
any  other  faith  but  their  own.  But  the  churches 
can  no  longer  ignore  their  obligation  to  support 
and  give  credence  by  their  collective  voice  to  just 
legislation  such  as  Gay  Rights. 

Taking  to  the  streets  in  parades  is  fine,  but 
before  we  take  off  for  the  fun  of  a  Gay  Pride 
parade,  we  should  be  sitting  down  and  writing  a 
letter  to  our  local  legislators  in  support  of  the 
pending  legislation.  You  would  be  surprised  by 
how  little  mail  is  received  by  our  elected  officials 
on  any  issue  and  with  this  issue  most  letters  will  be 
written  hoping  to  defeat  the  bills.  If  30  letters 
were  written  to  any  elected  offical,  this  would  be  a 
“major  issue”  for  them,  and  they  would  take 
note.  We  as  concerned  Lutherans  plan  to  write  a 
letter  to  each  and  every  legislator  in  Massachu¬ 
setts.  The  Secretary  of  the  Synod  has  written  to 
each  Secretary  of  State  in  New  England  announc¬ 
ing  our  support  of  just  legislation  and  the  leader¬ 
ship  of  the  House  and  Senate  in  Massachusetts. 
Before  you  take  to  the  streets  this  year  or  the 
beaches  of  P-town,  sit  down  and  write  a  letter  in 
support  of  House  Bill  3123  and  Senate  Bill  748.  It 
only  costs  224.

the  real  story  in 
north  Carolina 

Dear  GCN: 

Your  Gay  Pride  issue  (7/13/85)  included  one  in 
a  long  series  of  consistently  distorted  GC7V  ar¬ 
ticles  about  North  Carolina.  Marie  Godwin’s 
reflections  on  her  move  to  Winston-Salem  are 
fine  as  an  essay  about  her  own  life,  but  as  a 
representation  of  Gay  Pride  here  it  was  inade¬ 
quate. 

Godwin  stated  “there  are  no  openly  gay  bars  in 
Winston-Salem.”  This  is  not  true;  there  are  two. 
There  are  three  in  nearby  Greensboro.  There  are 
also  numerous  gay  organizations  in  both 
Winston-Salem  and  Greensboro,  many  of  them 
of  particular  interest  to  lesbians.  LUNA,  a  social 
and  recreational  group  for  lesbians,  can  be  con¬ 
tacted  by  writing  P.O.  Box  15321,  Winston- 
Salem,  N.C.  27113. 

Godwin  was  correct  in  saying  that  there  are  no 
gay  pride  parades  in  North  Carolina.  There  were, 
however,  several  important  celebrations;  two  in 
the  Raleigh-Durham-Chapel  Hill  area,  and  a 
week  of  activities  in  Charlotte,  but  these  received 
no  coverage  in  GCN. 

You  seem  determined  to  print  only  those  news 
items  that  fit  your  preconceived  version  of  “The 
South.”  I  do  not  fault  any  of  your  correspendents 
for  this;  1  blame  it  on  a  typical  editorial  “Yankee 
bias.” 

Another  example;  your  short  summaries  of  the 
defeat  of  two  anti-gay  bills  in  the  state  legislature 
—  (“north  Carolina  shelves  ban  on  gay  student 
clubs”  7/6/85,  and  “bill  against  gay  teachers 
withdrawn”  7/20/85)  —  miss  a  very  important 
point:  the  involvement  of  local  gay  activists  in  the 
defeat  of  those  bills. 

“When  the  NCHRF  first  started  writing  letters 
to  legislators,  some  wrote  back  to  say,  ‘We  have 
no  gay  constituents,’”  the  executive  director  of 
the  North  Carolina  Human  Rights  Fund  com¬ 
mented.  “This  time,  when  we  informed 
legislators  that  both  of  these  bills  had  serious  con¬ 
stitutional  problems,  we  heard  from  powerful 
Representatives  —  both  Democrat  and 
,  Republican  —  thanking  us  for  our  information 
and  pledging  to  help  defeat  the  bills.” 

In  othejv. issues,  you  covered  activities  in  the 
N.C.  legislature  including  the  threat  to  abortion 
'  ,  -funding  and  the  revision  of  the  obscenity  laws 

(“pornography  battle  comes  to  n.c.,”  5/11/85; 
■’/^‘attack  on  abortion  funds  in  north  Carolina,” 
sterilized,”  6/15/85).  By 
' '  jiot  following  up  onthese  stories,  you  continue  to 
; .  •  •  -.promote  the  view  that  North  Carolina  is  a  far 

worse  place,  than  it  actually  is. 

'3  The  state’s  abortion  fund,  for  example,  was 
-  ijiot  abolished'  n  was  cut  by  a  third,  and  that  third 
was  reapportioned  to  help  pay  for  prenatal  care 
Tor  poor  women.  Republican  Governor  Jim  Mar¬ 
gin  has  been  strongly  criticized  by  conservatives 


for  not  fighting  harder  to  abolish  abortion  fund¬ 
ing.  N.C.  remains  one  of  a  handful  of  states  with 
abortion  funding. 

As  you  noted  in  your  most  recent  issue 
(8/3/85),  a  bill  to  strengthen  the  state’s  anti¬ 
pornography  laws  was  introduced  separately 
from  the  general  criminal  code  revision,  and 
passed.  It  is  scheduled  logo  into  effect  October  1. 
What  your  article  did  not  note,  however,  was  the 
probable  court  battle  this  legislation  faces.  To 
quote  the  Associated  Press:  “Senators  on  both 
sides  of  the  political  fence  say  the  new  law  could 
be  declared  unconstitutional.” 

Yet  again,  in  your  January  19,  1985  issue, 
under  the  headline  “Anti-Gay  Attacks  Continue: 

Carolina  Police  Raids,  Fire  Nip  Tarheels,” 
Michele  Nethercott  described  “what  appears  to 
be  the  next  wave  in  a  campaign  against  gay  people 
in  this  state,  following  on  the  homophobic  heels 
of  Jesse  Helms’  recent  Senate  race...” 

In  fact,  Nethercott  incorrectly  connected 
unrelated  events.  The  attempt  to  shut  down 
several  “adult”  bookstores  in  Charlotte  resulted 
in  no  arrests  of  customers,  though  raids  of  this 
sort  are  often  used  in  other  cities  across  the  nation 
as  an  excuse  to  bust  gay  men.  1  suspect  that 
discussions  between  the  Charlotte  gay  communi¬ 
ty  and  Mayor  Harvey  Gannt  may  have  prevented 
such  abuse. 

The  Christmas  Eve  disco  fire  Nethercott  wrote 
about  was  not  the  result  of  homophobic  bigots. 
The  fire  was  started  by  the  owners  of  a  rival  gay 
bar  who  wanted  to  increase  their  business.  The 
three  men  involved  in  this  operation  were  ar¬ 
rested,  tried,  and  convicted. 

Among  your  reports  of  last  year’s  Hunt-Helms 
election,  the  best  was  Mab  Segrest’s  “Gay 
Baiting:  Anatomy  of  an  Election”  (2/9/85).  But, 
even  there,  the  quality  of  the  story  was  reduced  by 
allegations  which  were  flatly  untrue.  Many  of 
them  involved  the  Front  Page,  a  gay  newspaper  in 
North  Carolina,  and  its  editor  (myself). 

Segrest  stated  that  in  the  spring  of  1984  the 
Front  Page  “set  about  organizing  gay 
Republicans.”  This  was  not  the  case;  TFP  did  try 
to  stress  that  minority  rights  are  not,  should  not, 
be  partisan  issues.  Yes,  TFP  did  run  many  stories 
on  gay  Republicans  prior  to  the  election,  most  of 
them  picked  up  from  other  gay  publications.  TFP 
was  not  the  only  paper  to  consider  them  news. 

In  doing  so,  TFP  was  trying  to  represent  the 
whole  of  its  readership,  which  is  much  broader 
demographically  and  less  well-defined  than  that 
of  GCN. 

“I  don’t  think  that  there  is  any  such  thing  as  a 
gay  vote,”  Segrest  quoted  me  as  saying  to  the 
Raleigh  News  and  Observer.  This  was  not  a  par¬ 
ticularly  original  or  controversial  remark.  Similar 
statements  were  made  by  Vic  Basile  of  the  Human 
Rights  Campaign  Fund  and  Tom  Chorlton  of  the 
National  Association  of  Gay  and  Lesbian 
Democratic  Clubs. 

Also,  Segrest’s  article  did  not  quote  me  in  full. 
I  went  on  to  say:  “It’s  not  surprising,  in  a  state  as

conservative  as  North  Carolina,  that  the  gay  com¬ 
munity  —  which  is  a  very  random  10  percent  of 
the  population  —  should  also  be  conservative.” 

The  point  in  that  remark  was  simply  that  the 
gay  community,  much  of  which  is  still  in  the 
closet,  could  not  be  assumed  to  be  liberal  or 
Democratic.  It  is  not  indication  of  the  editorial 
policies  of  the  Front  Page. 

The  apparent  double-bind  Segrest  wrote  about 
—  that  I  would  deny  the  existence  of  a  gay  vote  on 
the  one  hand,  and  turn  around  and  urge  TFP 
readers  to  vote  Democratic  as  if  their  lives 
depended  on  it  —  does  not  seem  terribly  confus¬ 
ing  or  contradictory  to  me.  Whether  or  not  there 
actually  is  a  gay  vote,  it  doesn’t  hurt  to  try  to  per¬ 
suade  a  gay  readership. 

In  the  gay-bashing  incidents  cited  by  Segrest, 
it’s  important  to  know  that  the  perpetrators  were 
caught  and  given  stiff  sentences.  Of  course,  true 
justice  would  be  the  elimination  of  the  pervasive 
homophobia  that  gives  rise  to  such  events,  but 
nevertheless  the  police,  the  courts,  and  the  media 
all  did  the  right  thing. 

“Helms  Campaign  Sets  Tone  —  Carolinians 
Under  Homophobic  Attack”  was  the  headline  of 
an  article  by  Sue  Hyde  in  GCN  of  November  10, 
1984.  The  article  was  factual  enough,  although  it 
gave  undue  emphasis  to  a  single  incident  in  a  cam¬ 
paign  filled  with  such  garbage.  However,  the 
comments  made  by  Mab  Segrest  in  that  article  are 
pertinent. 

“It’s  difficult  to  sort  through. ..and  figure  out 
what  is  just  paranoia,”  Segrest  remarked  and 
she’s  right.  It’s  a  newspaper’s  job  to  try  and 
separate  what  seems  to  be  from  what  actually  is. 
This  is  particularly  important  in  trying  to  sort  out 
homophobia  and  anti-gay  actions  in  our  culture. 

“We  need  as  much  support  as  possible  here,” 
Segrest  went  on  to  say  in  that  same  article,  “so 
that  if  stuff  really  starts  coming  down,  we  can  get 
in  contact  with  people  and  mobilize.” 

Again,  1  absolutely  agree.  But  because  this  is 
important,  it  is  vital  not  to  make  false  —  or  simp¬ 
ly  metaphoric  —  connections.  It’s  like  the  story  of 
the  child  who  cried  “Wolf.”  When  we  need  help 
down  here,  we  want  people  to  respond. 
Therefore,  it  would  be  better  to  try  and  avoid 
false  alarms  —  and  false  impressions. 

Life  in  North  Carolina  for  lesbians  and  gay 
men  is  not  easy.  But,  for  most,  it  is  not  a  horror 
story  either.  I  do  not  suggest  that  gay  men  and  les¬ 
bians  in  this  state  should  settle  for  what  they 
have,  and  be  content.  I  urge  that  the  fight  con¬ 
tinue;  I  wouldn’t  publish  the  Front  Page  if  I 
didn’t  believe  that. 

I  am  saying  that  North  Carolina  can  be  a  good 
place  to  be  gay;  the  gay  people  here  make  it  so. 
Most  lesbians  and  gay  men  in  this  state,  1  would 

venture  to  say,  feel  that  North  Carolina  is  their 
home.  And  we  will  not  be  put  out  of  it  without  a 
struggle.  And  we  are  struggling  —  separately,  in 
small  groups,  and  sometimes,  together.

expertise  for  sale? 

Dear  GCN: 

There’s  an  interesting  sidelight  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  found  in  a  struggle  for  lesbian/gay 
liberation  currently  being  waged  in  the  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  Superior  Court. 

The  judicial  battle  pits  Larry  Brinklin,  a  gay 
man  employed  as  a  word  processor,  against  his 
employer.  Southern  Pacific  Railway  Company. 
Brinkin  is  suing  SP  because  of  its  denial  to 
Brinkin  of  paid  bereavement  leave  when 
Brinkin’s  lover  of  1 1  years  suddenly  died.  SP 
acknowledges  that  such  bereavement  leave  would 
have  been  unquestionably  granted  had  Brinkin’s 
lover  been  his  heterosexual  spouse,  even  if  such 
union  were  only  1 1  days  long. 

The  Boston  angle  concerns  SP’s  star  defense 
witness,  one  Frederick  Gamst,  Ph.D.,  Professor 
of  Anthropology  at  U. Mass. -Boston. 

The  exegesis  of  Gamst’s  testimony  is  that  a 
policy  of  granting  bereavement  leave  only  to 
legally  married  (and  therefore  heterosexual) 
spouses  accords  no  discrimination  because  gay 
persons  cannot  establish  “kinship”  with  our 
partners.  Further,  Gamst  used  his  sterling 
academic  credentials  and  title  of  “Dr.”  to  testify 
that  there  is  no  bar  to  gay  persons  getting  mar¬ 
ried,  provided  their  marriage  choice  is  of  the  op¬ 
posite  sex.  With  a  straight  face,  Gamst  said  such 
bereavement-leave  policies  create  no  dual  stan¬ 
dard  from  a  social  scientist  perspective. 

So  much  for  the  objectivity  of  science.  Perhaps 
Dr.  Neanderthal,  er,  Gamst,  is  of  the  ilk  who 
back  home  in  Boston  can  be  considered  the  liberal 
academician,  but  who  is  willing  to  fly  first-class 
across  the  country  to  prostitute  his  credentials  to 
the  highest  bidder. 

Not  surprisingly,  Gamst  feigned  confusion 
when  plaintiff  attorney  Matt  Coles  cross- 
examined  him  by  asking  whether  a  social  scientist 
would  find  discrimination  in  a  society  which  ac¬ 
corded  bereavement  leave  only  to  couples  whose 
spouse  is  of  the  same  race.  By  testifying  that  laws 
against  miscegenation  were  inconceivable,  Gamst 
belied  his  own  anthropological  background. 
Laws  barring  interracial  marriage  were  on  the 
books  and  enforced  in  the  U.S.  as  recently  as  18 
years  ago. 

By  refusing  to  recognizing  the  parallels  be¬ 
tween  that  form  of  race  discrimination  and  the  at- 
issue  sexual  orientation  discrimination,  Gamst  in¬ 
dicated  his  testimony  is  grounded  in  little  more 
than  his  drive  for  expert-witness  fees. 

The  trial  judge  has  taken  the  case  under  sub¬ 
mission,  and  is  expected  to  render  her  decision 
shorlly.

Lawyers  examining  the  decision 
point  out  that  the  bulk  of  both  ma¬ 
jority  and  dissenting  opinions  do 
not  fully  address  the  constitutional 
issue  of  the  right  to  privacy. 
Rather,  they  focus  on  a  tangential 
legal  issue  —  whether  or  not  Texas 
district  attorneys  had  the  right  to 
appeal  a  lower  court’s  finding  that 
the  sodomy  laws  were  unconstitu¬ 
tional,  after  Texas  Attorney 
General  Jim  Mattox  decided  not  to 
appeal  the  decision. 

The  case  dates  back  to  1979 
when  Dallas  school  teacher 
Donald  Baker  filed  a  class  action 
suit  against  Dallas  County  District 
Attorney  Henry  Wade,  challeng¬ 
ing  Texas  Penal  Code  provision 
21.06.  In  August  1982,  a  judge  in 
Dallas  Federal  Court  of  Texas 
ruled  the  provision  unconstitu¬ 
tional,  and  an  appeal  by  several 
district  attorneys  was  filed  two 
months  later.  After  wrangling 
over  the  appropriateness  of  this 
appeal,  the  Fifth  Circuit  Court  of 
Appeals  heard  arguments  in  June 
1985  and  issued  its  opinion  on 
August  26,  1985.  The  appeal  by 
the  district  attorneys  was  finan¬ 
cially  supported  in  part  by  a  right- 
wing  organization  called  Dallas 
Doctors  Against  AIDS.

out  gay  men,  Polk  told  GCN, 
“I’m  not  naive  enough  to  think  it’s 
not  in  the  back  of  the  minds  of 
some  of  these  hardcore  guys.” 
Gilberd,  who  called  the  military’s 
homophobia  “neanderthal,”  said, 
“In  the  Navy,  we  have  seen  clients 
discharged  because  of  what  they 
said  to  doctors  —  there  was 
nothing  in  their  medical  records.” 
She  said  she  is  also  concerned  that 
“patients  [in  the  military]  will  stop 
going  to  doctors  —  instead,  you 
will  get  sick.” 

In  addition,  the  DoD’s  order  re¬ 
quiring  receipt  of  names  of 
military  blood  donors  who  test 
HTLV-III  positive  has  raised 
similar  fears  about  confidentiality. 
When  the  DoD  first  drew  up  the 
policy  earlier  this  year,  the  Red 
Cross  and  other  civilian  blood 
banks  vowed  they  would  not  re¬ 
lease  names.  However,  as  Gene 
Jeffers  of  the  American  Red  Cross 
told  GCN,  “They  [the  DoD]  have 
the  right  to  require  anything  they 
want.” 

Civilian  blood  banks  met  with 
DoD  officials  in  August  to  discuss 
implementation  of  the  policy, 
which,  as  a  result,  now  stipulates 
that  military  donors  must  sign  a 
consent  form  before  giving  blood. 
If  the  donor  does  not  sign  the  form 
indicating  he  or  she  understands 
positive  HTLV-III  test  results  will 
be  turned  over  to  the  military,  the 


donor  will  not  be  permitted  to  give 
blood.  DoD  also  ordered  civilian 
blood  banks  to  turn  over  names  of 
those  military  personnel  who  test 
positive  for  syphillis  and  hepatitis. 

“DoD  said  they  were  going  to 
do  it  —  we  didn’t  have  a  choice,” 
said  Brian  McDonough,  executive 
director  of  the  Irwin  Memorial 
Blood  Bank  in  San  Francisco.  He 
added,  “We  at  least  will  have  in¬ 
formed  consent.” 

McDonough,  whose  blood  bank 
collects  ten  percent  of  its  supply 
from  military  installations,  expects 
to  see  a  “significant  decrease”  in 
blood  collections.  Jeffers  told 
GCN  it  is  “impossible  to  tell”  at 
present  how  severely  the  blood 
supply  will  be  affected. 

The  Armed  Forces  Epidemi¬ 
ological  Board  is  expected  to  meet 
again  in  the  near  future  to  make  a 
recommendation  about  full-scale 
testing  of  all  military  personnel.  A 
public  hearing  was  held  in  D.C. 
before  the  board  on  August  9,  to 
discuss,  in  part,  the  impact  of  such 
testing  on  the  military.  Jeff  Levi, 
director  of  government  and 
political  affairs  for  the  National 
Gay  Task  Force,  testified  against 
the  testing,  along  with  Mathilde 
Krim  of  the  AIDS  Medical  Foun¬ 
dation.  The  DoD  ordered  the  cur¬ 
rent  policy  of  testing  new  recruits 
despite  no  recommendation  from 
that  board.

when  it  was  being  considered  by 
the  council.  “You  got  what  you 
wanted  and  I  got  what  I  wanted,” 
he  replied.  He  also  told  the  group 
that  he  knew  “a  number  of  gays 
who  are  very  decent.” 

Kelly  was  not  endorsed,  nor  was 
his  rival,  William  Linehan. 
Although  Linehan  was  generally 
considered  by  members  to  be  a  bet¬ 
ter  political  choice,  it  was  felt  that 
his  positions  were  not  supportive 
enough  to  endorse  him. 

Although  three  District  8  coun¬ 
cil  candidates  showed,  David 
Scondras,  Les  Payne,  and  Glen 
Fiscus,  there  was  no  debate  and 
Scondras  was  endorsed 
unanimously. 

District  9  incumbent  Brian 
McLaughlin  replied  to  questions 
supportively  and  is  considered  one 
of  the  progressive  voices  on  the 
council.  He  also  received 
unanimous  support  from  those 
present. 

Among  the  School  Committee 
candidates  appeared  several  who 
were  strongly  supportive  of  les¬ 
bians  and  gay  men  and  a  pro¬ 
gressive  agenda. 

At-large  candidate  Jean 
McGuire  received  strong  support, 
particularly  for  her  outspoken  and 
active  stand  against  the  state’s 
foster  care  policy  which  virtually 
prohibits  lesbians  and  gay  men 
from  foster  parenting. 

While  advocating  coalition 
building,  she  maintained  that  the 
leadership  on  issues  of  gay  rights 
must  come  from  lesbians  and  gay 
men.  While  McGuire  had  several 
suggestions  for  dealing  with 
homophobia  in  the  school  system, 
she  suggested  a  group  of  lesbians 
and  gay  men  draw  up  a  program 
and  meet  with  new  Superintendent 
of  Schools  Laval  Wilson  in  the 
near  future. 


Abigail  Browne,  like  McGuire 
one  of  the  incumbent  progressives, 
also  advocated  meeting  with 
Wilson  as  soon  as  possible.  Also 
like  McGuire,  her  answers  to  ques¬ 
tions  were  considered  uniformly 
supportive. 

Browne  led  a  recent  initiative  to 
censure  School  Committee 
member  Joseph  Casper  for 
remarks  which  were  widely  inter¬ 
preted  as  racist.  Casper  also  has 
made  jokes  in  public  about  AIDS. 

Casper’s  opponent  in  the 
District  2  School  Committee  race 
is  David  S.  King,  who  said  he  was 
prompted  to  run  when  it  appeared 
that  Casper  would  run  unopposed. 
“It  is  wrong  for  [Casper’s  com¬ 
ments]  to  go  unprotested,”  he 
said.  On  the  issue  of  domestic 
partnership,  King  said,  “I  know 
the  system  is  unfair  to  gay  men  and 
lesbians.”  When  asked  how  he 
would  combat  racism  within  the 
Boston  public  schools.  King  said 
he  led  a  fight  when  he  was  on  the 
Hartford,  Connecticut  School 
Committee  to  hire  a  Black  woman 
as  superintendent.  He  said  one 
way  to  end  racism  within  the 
schools  is  to  work  to  enfranchise 
minority  groups  within  the  leader¬ 
ship. 

Juanita  Wade  also  spoke  to 
BLGPA  and  provided  supportive 
answers  to  questions  posed.  Like 
the  other  candidates  who  were  en¬ 
dorsed  for  school  committee,  she 
favored  encouraging  Superinten¬ 
dent  Wilson  to  implement  work¬ 
shops  for  teachers  and  to  add 
literature  on  lesbians  and  gay  men. 

All  four  school  committee  can¬ 
didates  appearing  before  the 
alliance  were  endorsed,  as  was 
John  O’Bryant.

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Getting  the  Facts  Straight: 

Tips  from  a  Famous  Homosexual  Journalist

Are  you  homosexual?  Do  you 
enjoy  writing?  Then  youfhay  have 
a  career  as  a  famous  homosexual 
journalist! 

Many  famous  homosexual  jour¬ 
nalists  started  out  with  only  a 
friendly  acquaintance  with 
literacy,  a  trust  fund,  and  a  terrible 
urge  to  achieve.  Just  as  they  did, 
you  can  turn  that  scrawny,  illicit 
little  identity  that  society  has  be¬ 
grudged  you  into  a  selfhood  shim¬ 
mering  with  validity  and  purpose! 
So  pick  up  a  pen,  straighten  out  that 
wrist,  and  start  making  your  pro¬ 
clivities  work  for  you.  Here’s  how: 

First,  it  is  important  to  know  all 
the  parts  of  speech  and  to  use  them 
one  after  the  other  until  your  arti¬ 
cle  is  over.  Your  job  as  a  famous 
homosexual  journalist  is  to  pro¬ 
vide  people  with  a  reason  to  read 
beyond  the  Events  Calendar.  This 
means  that  one  must  practice  high 
standards  of  excellence  in  one’s 
writing.  Just,  for  instance,  because 
I  am  a  homosexual  writing  for  this 
homosexual  publication  does  not 
mean  that  I  can  afford  to  write  rot¬ 
tenly.  The  pen  is,  after  all, 
mightier  than  the  word. 

Second,  be  objective.  Les- 
bian/gay  newspapers  frequently 
make  the  mistake  of  portraying 
known  homosexuals  sym¬ 
pathetically,  merely  because  they 
are  discriminated  against  by  socie¬ 
ty.  But  does  this  mean  that 
homosexuals  are  always  nice? 
Some  of  the  meanest  people  I 


know  are  homosexuals,  yet  this 
fact  never  seems  to  appear  in  les- 
bian/gay  newspapers.  Conversely, 
in  an  effort  to  give  credence  to  the 
oppressed,  lesbian/gay  news¬ 
papers  often  depict  bigots, 
homophobes,  and  male  suprem¬ 
acists  as  lacking  an  essential 
humanity.  Now,  how  do  you  think 
that  makes  them  feel?  And  we 
wonder  why  more  people  don’t 
read  homosexual  newspapers! 

After  you  have  firmed  up  your 
commitment  to  objectivity,  it  is 
time  to  select  your  topic.  This  is 
really  a  snap  if  you  follow  the 
guidelines  set  down  by  the  mass 
media:  simply  concentrate  your 
objectivity  on  people  who  are  not 
discriminated  against  by  society. 
In  its  Sunday  magazine,  for  exam¬ 
ple,  the  New  York  Times  has  in¬ 
stituted  a  regular  column  by  and 
about  men,  objectively  titled: 
“About  Men.”  Word  has  it  the 
series  is  so  successful  that  Times 
publishers  are  now  talking  of  ad¬ 
ding  a  column  by  and  about  Har¬ 
vard  graduates  and  —  a  crucial 
step  forward  in  achieving  Total 
Objectivity  —  a  special  column  for 
white  people. 

Critics  of  this  journalistic  ap¬ 
proach  say  that  it  tends  to  produce 
work  which  is  shallow,  two- 
dimensional  —  almost  cartoon¬ 
like  in  its  moral  disingenuousness. 
Well,  NUTS  TO  THEM!!!  Here  is 
an  excerpt  from  an  interview  con¬ 
ducted  by  an  aspiring  famous 


homosexual  journalist,  who  has 
begun  a  series  of  reports  on 
heterosexuals.  Of  course,  some  of 
the  facts  had  to  be  obscured  in  the 
interest  of  getting  all  the  points  of 
view.  But,  as  you  can  see,  it  has 
really  paid  off! 

The  New  Neighbor 

He  was  standing  in  the  middle  of 
a  petunia  bed,  holding  a  carbine  ri¬ 
fle,  the  afternoon  sun  glinting  off 
his  shiny,  round  head.  So  this  was 
the  resident  of  223  W.  Elm  Street! 
Ever  since  that  moving  van  with 
the  words  “Warner  Bros.”  em¬ 
blazoned  on  the  sides  had  pulled 
up  in  front  of  the  house  next  door, 
1  had  wondered  just  who  my  new 
neighbor  might  be.

Some  people  think  it  started  in  1973  with  Play  girl, 
the  magazine  that  made  the  newsstand  safe  for  male 
nudity.  Others  think  it  started  a  little  later  with  After 
Dark,  the  nationally  distributed  arts  magazine  with  a 
sophisticated  and  distinctly  gay  sensibility.  Either 
way,  everyone  agrees  that  when  Blueboy  appeared  in 
1976,  it  was  the  first  magazine  to  combine  these  two 
attributes  and,  not  coincidentally,  launch  a  revolution 
of  sorts  in  gay  porn  —  the  softcore  slick. 

Blueboy  proved  (though  not  without  some  difficul¬ 
ty)  that  gay  men  would  buy  a  magazine  that  was 
glossy,  sleek,  sophisticated,  and  proudly  gay.  The  idea 
was  so  attractive  that  soon  there  were  a  host  of  im¬ 
itators,  most  of  them  still  in  existence  today,  filling 
whole  racks  in  bookstores  and  newsstands:  Mandate, 
Honcho,  Numbers,  First  Hand,  Torso,  Inches,  Stallion, 
Manscape,  and  more. 

Each  of  these  magazines  appeals  to  a  slightly  dif¬ 
ferent  audience,  but  they  all  have  two  things  in  com¬ 
mon.  First,  they  are  softcore  pornography,  which 
means  that,  they  contain  neither  graphics  nor  photo¬ 
graphs  of  any  explicit  sexual  act.  No  fellatio,  no  anal 
sex,  not  even  mutual  masturbation. 

Such  restrictions  do  not  apply  to  prose,  however. 
Which  brings  us  to  the  second  thing  the  softcore 
magazines  have  in  common,  something  they  have  vir¬ 
tually  created:  Pornland.  ' 

That  is  what  people  buy  when  they  slap  down 
$3.95  for  any  of  the  softcore  magazines.  They  are  buy¬ 
ing  a  ticket  to  Pornland. 

Pornland  is  the  place  where  gay  men's  sexual  fan¬ 
tasies  live.  (There  is,  of  course,  a  non-gay  Pornland  as 
well.  It's  a  related  but  essentially  separate  place.)  Gay 
Pornland  has  existed  for  centuries  in  one  form  or 
another,  but  never  has  it  been  so  clearly  spelled  out  or 
so  widely  available  as  it  is  now.  By  virtue  of  their 
availability  and  their  enormous  combined  readership, 
the  mainstream  softporn  magazines  are  in  the  position 
of  defining  Pornland.  Specifically,  this  definition  takes 
place  in  the  short  fiction  the  magazines  publish. 

Creating  this  fiction  isn't  easy.  Like  any  specializ¬ 
ed  form  of  writing  (romance  novels  are  another  exam¬ 
ple),  porn  writing  requires  a  high  degree  of  technical 
skill.  It  is  here  that  the  topography,  the  population,  the 
activity,  and  the  language  of  Pornland  is  explicitly 
delineated.  The  writer  must  entice  the  reader  into 
Pornland,  then  stimulate  him  (or  her  —  there  are  les¬ 
bian  visitors  to  Pornland)  to  sexual  release.  This  dif¬ 
ficult  task  is  made  more  difficult  by  the  fact  that  the 
writer  doesn't  really  have  much  with  which  to  work. 
Porn  stories  don't  have  plot  so  much  as  they  have  inci-  - 
dent,  so  the  only  drama  is  in  the  sexual  tension  of  the 
situation.  This  must  be  heightened  to  a  point  that 
engages  the  reader  without  exposing  the  fantasy.  The 
pornwriter  walks  a  thin,  erotic  line  between  the 
ludicrous  and  the  banal.  To  do  this,  the  writers  lean 
heavily  on  the  conventions,  images,  and  language  of 
Pornland. 

This  then  is  Pornland,  as  defined  by  the 
mainstream,  softcore  slicks  (I  hasten  to  hedge:  there 
are  exceptions  to  some  of  the  statements  that  follow. 
What  is  interesting  is  how  few  exceptions  there  are, 
and  how  many  of  those  are  in  fact  the  type  of  excep¬ 
tion  that  proves  the  rule.): 

Pornland  is  usually  located  somewhere  in  the 
United  States,  although  there  is  a  subgenre  of  travel 
porn.  Superficially,  the  setting  is  either  The  Big  City  (if 
named,  the  city  is  usually  New  York,  San  Francisco,  or 
Los  Angeles),  Anytown,  or  The  Country.  But  these 
designations  only  provide  a  context.  Pornland  is  really 
located  in  bars,  warehouses,  gyms,  lockerrooms, 
truckstops,  rest  areas,  garages,  docks,  deserted 
countrysides,  beaches,  camp  sites,  and  apartments. 
Yet  generally,  these  settings  receive  little  in  the  way  of 
description.  The  settings  of  Pornland  establish  a 
mood,  but  they  are  far  less  important  than  the  ac¬ 
tivities  of  the  people  in  them. 

The  people  of  Pornland  are  men.  (When,  on  occa¬ 
sion,  a  woman  appears  in  Pornland,  she' is  usually 
either  a  Nagging  Mother  or  a  Duped  Wife  who  doesn't 
know  that  her  husband  is  gay.  For  the  most  part, 
women  are  irrelevant  in  Pornland.)  Age  is  often 
unspecified,  but  the  men  of  Pornland  are  almost 
always  young,  in  the  sense  that  they  range  from  eigh- 
teenish  to  thirty-sevenish.  There  are  some  older  men 
in  Pornland,  however,  and  they  tend  to  have  aged  very 
well.  They  are  still  granted  Pornland's  highest  ac¬ 


colade  —  they  are  Hot.  Ethnically,  97  percent  of  the 
men  in  Pornland  are  white,  though  not  necessarily 
Anglo-Saxon.  Sometimes  they  are  Italian,  in  which 
case  they  are  named  Vinnie  or  Tony.  Sometimes  they 
are  Swedish.  Then  they  are  named  Lars  or  Sven. 
Usually  no  ethnicity  is  specified,  except  for  the  three 
percent  who  are  not  white.  They  are  Black  unless  they 
happen  to  be  Hispanic.  They  are  never  Asian  unless 
the  story  is  of  the  travel  porn  variety. 

Except  for  motorcycle  Masters  who  roam  the 
countryside  and  seduce  or  rape  virgin  garage 
mechanics,  the  men  of  Pornland  all  work,  but  only 
certain  types  of  work  merit  any  kind  of  mention 
beyond  "I  got  home  from  work."  In  Pornland 
everyone  is  either  on  vacation,  just  off  work,  or  on  his 
lunch  hour.  Occupations  are  only  mentioned  when 
they  provide  a  key  to  character.  In  Pornland,  holding  a 
manual  labor  job,  such  as  a  construction  worker, 
plumber  or  mechanic,  implies  Hot,  the  personality 
characteristic  most  worth  having.  Everyone  else  falls 
in  the  category  of  Regular  Guy.  Regular  Guys  are 
usually  Hot,  too,  but  not  like  construction  workers. 

Since  Hot  is  the  most  important  personality 
characteristic,  and  since  nearly  everyone  in  Pornland 
is  Hot,  appearance  tells  the  people  of  Pornland  much 
of  what  they  need  to  know  about  each  other.  Nowhere 
is  the  male  body  more  thoroughly  and  lovingly  de¬ 
tailed  than  in  Pornland.  This  is  not  to  say  that 
everyone  is  necessarily  handsome.  Indeed,  faces  don't 
get  much  of  a  mention.  Hair  color  and  type  are  noted, 
and  sometimes  "warm  brown  eyes"  or  "smiling,  sen¬ 
suous  mouth' '  are  added,  but  it  is  bodies  that  count. 

From  the  neck  down,  the  body  is  described  in  a 
way  that  almost  defies  description.  The  detailing  of 
body  parts  is  raised  to,  if  not  a  fine  art,  then  certainly  a 
high  craft  in  Pornland.  With  the  exception  of  such 
bodybuilding  terms  as  "pecs"  and  "lats,"  correct 
anatomical  terms  are  almost  never  used.  (These  would 
tend  to  jolt  the  reader  of  Pornland  and  back  into  real- 
life.  He's  there  for  sex,  not  an  anatomy  lesson.)  In¬ 
stead,  pornwriters  have  developed  a  highly  descrip¬ 
tive  language  designed  to  trigger  specific  images  in  the 
reader's  mind  and  thus  keep  him  happily  involved  in 
the  doings  of  Pornland.  The  detail  becomes  pro¬ 
gressively  more  vivid  as  one  descends  the  body. 
Chests  are  described  as  "tremendous,”  "strong  and 
manly,”  or  "powerfully  muscled."  A  man  may  have 
"pecs  like  glossy  pillows"  and  nipples  (a  separate 
category  from  chests,  usually  referred  to  as  "tits")  that 
"protrude  the  size  of  pencil  erasers." 

Stomachs  in  Pornland  are  usually  "tight"  and/or 
"taut.”  Sometimes  they  are  "hairy  guts.”  They  may 
be  endowed  with  a  "hairy  pathway”  which  leads  to  a 
"shock  of  pubic  hair'^or  a  "tangle  of  dark,  curly  hair." 
(Be  it  "bristly,"  "wiry,"  a  "thin  coating"  or  a  "dense 
covering,"  body  hair  is  considered  another  body  part 
and  has  not  only  a  host  of  adjectives  describing,  but  is 
also  closely  associated  with  particular  types  of  men, 
i.e.:  sexually  aggressive  and  powerful  men.) 

The  penis  is  never  called  a  penis.  Rather  it  is  a 
"prick,"  "cock,"  or  "dick."  Such  terms  are  rarely  suf¬ 
ficient,  however,  and  are  usually  preceeded  by  such 
adjectives  as  "huge,"  "thick,"  "juicy,"  "bulging," 
"meaty,"  "hefty,"  "succulent,"  and  "ripe  and 
ready."  A  penis  may  also  be  a  "cockroot,"  "shaft," 
"fuckrod,"  "fuck  muscle,"  "fucktool,"  "quarter- 
pounder,”  "tube  steak,"  "sex  hose,"  or  "love  log." 
Whatever  noun  is  used,  it  is  almost  invariably 
modified  by  some  variation  of  "large."  Pornland  has 
also  pioneered  an  adjectival  form  of  "man,"  as  in 
"man  cock,”  "man  tool,"  "manmeat,"  and  so  forth. 
This  is  not  done  from  any  doubt  as  to  the  gender  of  the 
person  possessing  the  penis  (or  other  body  part  — 
there  are  also  "man  tits,"  "man  pits,"  and 
"manholes").  Rather,  it  is  something  of  an  incanta¬ 
tion,  emphasizing  the  masculine  sexuality  of  the 
character  and  the  situation. 

In  Pornland,  everyone  has  a  penis  that  is,  at  the 
very  least,  "huge."  While  specific  measurements  are 
not  indicated  unless  the  organ  is  nine  inches  or  more 
(maximum  is  about  12  inches),  no  one  has  a  penis  that 
is  even  average,  let  alone  small.  Never,  ever.  In¬ 
terestingly,  the  photographs  in  softporn  magazines  are 
sometimes  of  men  with  average-sized  or  even  small 
endowments.  It  should  be  noted,  however,  that  only 
two  of  these  averaged-sized  men  —  Mickey  Squires 
and  Clay  Russell  —  have  become  full-fledged  porno 
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stars. 

In  the  past  few  years  an  increasing  number  of  un- 
circumsized  men  have  taken  up  residence  in  Porn¬ 
land.  They  now-number  close  to  half  the  populace  and 
are  easily  spotted  by  the  "long  wad  of  loose  foreskin," 
the  "delicate  fold  of  flesh,"  or  the  "thick,  ripe  man- 
skin"  covering  the  "succulent  red  cockhead." 

Testicles,  also  known  as  "bulging  nuts"  and  "fat 
balls,”  are  frequently  "spunk-filled"  as  they  "hang 
low"  (they  never  hang  high)  in  a  "taut,  smooth,  hair¬ 
less  nutsac."  Often  it  is  specified  that  there  are  two  of 
the  "heavy  orbs." 

The  derriere  is  almost  always  "hard"  and 
"round."  A  man  may  have  "bristly  joy  buns"  or 
"smooth,  luscious,  round  asscheeks.”  Often  these  are 
demarcated  by  a  "blond/black  hairy  crack"  which 
leads  to  the  anus.  The  anus  may  be  a  "fuckhole," 
"pink  pucker,"  "manhole,"  or  "butthole." 
Sometimes  it  is  simply  an  "asshole."  It  is  nearly 
always  modified  as  "hairy,"  "tight,",  "juicy,"  "gap¬ 
ing,"  "moist,"  "sweet,"  or  "ripe."  The  anus  may 
even  be  "hungry,"  in  which  case  it  is  also  probably 
"accommodating. ' ' 


legs,  these  are  rarely  mentioned  beyond  the  casual  i 
notation  of  "massive”  and/or  "rock  hard"  thighs.  Feet  < 
only  come  up  when  they  are  relevant  to  the  action  of  1 
the  story.  In  such  cases  they  are  invariably  "well-  1 
formed"  and  "high  arched." 

Once  these  heroic  anatomical  endowments  are  de-  ( 
tailed,  they  are  quickly  put  to  use.  This  may  begin  \ 
with  some  kissing,  which  is  accomplished  by  "hungri-  I 
ly  exploring"  another's  mouth.  There  may  also  be  ; 
some  licking  of  the  smooth  or  hairy  body,  with  a  ' 
momentary  pause  to  suck,  pinch,  or  chew  those  pro-  I 
truding  nipples.  This  activity  invariably  causes  the  1 


penis  to  "swell,''  "bloat,"  or  "reveal  its  thick  length." 
Frequently  it  begins  to  "drip"  as  well.  The  dripping 
comes  from  the  "puckered  piss  slit"  which  is  located 
at  the  end  of  the  "succulent,  swollen  cockknob,”  and 
consists  of  a  substance  named  only  in  Pornland  — 
"precum." 

Once  a  penis  has  revealed  its  thick  length  and 
become  "rock  hard,”  it  engages  in  a  number  of  ac¬ 
tivities,  some  of  which  are  quite  remarkable.  While  it 
is  sometimes  "stroked,"  it  is  more  likely  to  be 
"beaten,”  "pounded,"  "flogged,"  "whipped," 
"whacked,"  "jerked,"  and  "jacked."  The  penises  of 
Pornland  thrive  on  this  treatment.  They  also  enjoy  be¬ 
ing  "sucked"  and  "swallowed."  The  men  of  Pornland 
frequently  find  themselves  with  their  mouths  "stuffed 
with  swollen  dick,"  on  which  they  must  then  proceed 
to  "frantically  work." 

Alternately,  they  may  find  themselves  "fucking 
the  guts"  of  someone  who  just  stopped  by  to  fix  the  fur¬ 
nace.  This  usually  begins  by  the  penis  being  "pressed  into 
the  greasy  lips"  of  the  recipient's  hungry  hole.  Once  the 
"anal  pucker"  is  "pierced,"  the  man  "eased  forward," 


watching  the  penis  "going  in  inch  by  fat,  throbbing 
inch"  as  the  "body  wraps  itself  around  the  thick  tube 
of  male  meat."  The  recipient  is  now  ready  to  be 
"piston  fucked"  or  "fucked  raw"  by  "savage"  or 
"deep,  probing  thrusts." 

In  addition  to  Regular  Guys,  there  are  several 
other  personality  types  in  Pornland,  and  their  per¬ 
sonalities  influence  the  sorts  of  sexual  activities  they 
favor.  There  are  Mean  Men,  Top  Men,  Bottom  Men, 
and  Pig  Slaves.  Mean  Men  are  always  Top  Men,  but 
Top  Men  are  not  always  Mean  Men.  The  difference 
.between  Mean  Men  and  Top  Men  is  that  when  Top 
Men  are  finished  with  the  sexual  act,  they  dust  off  the 


Bottom  Man  and  offer  him  a  beer.  Mean  Men  just  spit 
in  the  Bottom  Man's  face  and  leave.  The  difference  be¬ 
tween  Bottom  Men  and  Pig  Slaves  is  that  after  two 
hours,  the  Bottom  Man  wants  to  get  up  off  the  floor 
and  have  a  beer  and  something  to  eat.  The  Pig  Slave 
wants  the  beer  poured  over  his  head  and  dinner  serv¬ 
ed  to  him  in  a  dogfood  dish. 

Just  about  everyone  in  Pornland  engages  in  some 
sort  of  Sado-Masochistic  behavior,  ranging  from  a  few 
"butt  whacks"  to  being  bound  and  feeling  the 
"leather  whip  sting,  raising  angry  red  welts"  on  the 
back.  More  esoteric  tastes  are  also  indulged.  More 
than  one  Bottom  Man  or  Pig  Slave  has  been  caught  in  a 
"hosing"  from  a  "glittering  jet"  that  consisted  of  "hot, 
steamy  piss  shooting  out  of  a  fat,  uncut  dork." 

Despite  what  it  may  seem  given  the  above,  in¬ 
teractions  in  Pornland  are  highly  supportive,  and  all 
of  the  above  activities  are  accompanied  by  a  great  deal 
of  verbal  encouragement.  The  men  of  Pornland  — 
even  the  Mean  Men  —  not  only  explain  in  great  detail 
what  they  are  doing  or  what  is  being  done  to  them, 
they  also  provide  constant  feedback  on  the  effec¬ 
tiveness  of  the  actions.  "Yeah,  that's  good,  shove  that 
hot  fuck  rod  up  my  tight  butthole."  Or  "Come  on, 
chew  on  those  hairy  man  tits,  chew  them  hard,"  or 
"That's  right,  beat  that  fucking  slab  of  manmeat."  In 
such  a  supportive  environment,  it's  not  surprising  that 
the  characters  soon  find  their  testicles  beginning  to 
"boil”  and  "churn."  Boiling  and  churning  always 
presage  orgasm  in  Pornland. 

During  orgasm,  or  "cumming,"  the  men  of 
Pornland  release  a  "flood”  of  something,  usually  "hot 
jism,"  "hot  spunk,"  "delicious  juice,"  "hot  searing 
cum,"  "rich  hot  cream,"  "creamy  man  juice,"  or  "love 
slime."  Flood  is  certainly  an  appropriate  word,  tor  the 
men  often  discharge  "almost  a  quart"  of  creamy  love 
slime  during  a  single  orgasm.  Think  of  that. 

All  this  flooding  is  accompanied  by  sound  effects: 
"AAAAAARGHHHH!!!!",  "AAAAAAHHHHHH!!!!", 
or  "OOOOOOOOHHHHHHHHH,  I’M  CUMMING. 
TAKE  IT,  TAKE  MY  HOT  CREAMY  LOAD!!!!!" 
Someone  nearly  always  does,  by  the  way.  Every  drop. 

Things  are  wrapped  up  quickly  in  Pornland.  It  is 
assumed  that  the  reader  achieves  his  orgasm  when  the 
characters  do,  and  having  achieved  it  wants  to  wipe 
off  his  stomach,  put  the  magazine  back  under  the  bed, 
and  get  on  with  his  life.  So,  once  both  (or  all)  the 
characters  are  satisfied  —  and  they  always  are  —  they 
are  usually  up,  dressed,  shaking  hands,  and  amicably 
going  their  separate  ways  with  a  speed  that  is  mind 
boggling.  They  may  agree  to  see  each  other  again,  they 
may  not.  In  any  case,  this  particular  visit  to  Pornland 
is  over. 

Time  moves  strangely  in  Pornland  anyway.  On 
the  average,  men  meet,  court,  and  consummate  their 
relationships  in  the  space  of  about  eight  minutes. 
Depending  on  the  publication,  it  may  be  as  short  as 
two  minutes,  as  long  as  twelve.  Those  activities  that 
are  the  most  time-consuming  in  real  life  —  meeting 
someone,  expressing  mutual  sexual  interest,  getting 
home,  getting  to  bed  —  are  accomplished  with  incredi¬ 
ble  speed  and  facility  in  Pornland.  Even  the  sexual  act 
itself  moves  very  quickly.  In  Pornland,  everything  is 
to  the  point.  The  reader  visits  Pornland  with  one  basic 
purpose  in  mind  —  orgasm  —  and  while  he  wants 
some  erotic  build-up  to  heighten  to  sexual  tension,  ex¬ 
traneous  detail  is  distracting  and  annoying  to  him,  and 
may  jolt  him  right  out  of  Pornland. 

This  fear  of  jolting  the  reader  out  of  Pornland  has  a 
mostly  commercial  motivation.  To  enter  Pornland,  the 
reader  must  be  willing  to  suspend  most  of  his 
disbelief.  Clearly  most  readers  are  quite  willing  to  do 
this.  After  all,  your  average  gay  man  does  not,  in  the 
course  of  everyday  conversation,  talk  about 
"precum,"  "manskin,"  or  "ripe  buttholes.”  But  when 
he  visits  Pornland  he  does,  and  he'll  even  revel  in  it  so 
long  as  nothing  disrupts  the  fantasy.  Since  so  much 
disbelief  must  be  suspended,  however,  the  fantasy  is 
easily  disrupted,  and  the  reader  is  momentarily  jolted 
out  of  Pornland.  Jolted  too  often,  the  reader  turns  the 
page.  Eventually  he  picks  up  another  magazine, 
possibly  a  competitor's. 

Thus,  having  seduced  the  reader  into  buying  the 
ticket  to  Pornland,  the  softporn  magazines  make  every 
effort  to  coddle  him.  The  photographs  are  of  men  at¬ 
tractive  according  to  the  prevailing  middle-of-the-road 
norms  of  the  gay  community.  The  fiction  is  short  and 


easy  to  read,  on  the  average,  at  a  sixth  or  seventh  grade 
reading  level.  The  reader  is  encouraged  to  not  so  much 
identify  with  the  characters  as  to  read  himself  into  the 
story  and  become  the  characters.  For  this  reason  nearly 
half  of  softporn  stories  are  written  in  the  first  person. 
As  much  as  possible,  the  ticket  to  Pornland  is  stamped 
"Satisfaction  Guaranteed.” 

One  result  of  all  this  is  that  Pornland  is  slow  to 
take  risks  and  notoriously  resistant  to  change.  It 
always  has  been.  Before  the  rise  of  mainstream  soft¬ 
porn,  when  Pornland  was  defined  primarily  in  porn 
novels,  it  was  a  grim  and  tortured  place,  even  after 
Stonewall.  Its  residents  led  furtive  lives,  fought  losing 
struggles  to  repress  their  sexuality,  and,  with  alarming 
frequency,  either  committed  suicide  or  were  killed  in 
the  end.  Even  after  the  rise  of  softporn,  change  usually 
came  to  the  gay  community  sometime  before  it  came 
to  Pornland.  Gay  male  interest  in  S&M,  for  example, 
was  prevalent  long  before  it  was  generally  incor¬ 
porated  into  Pornland.  It  took  the  wide  distribution  of 
Drummer  to  prove  that  S&M  was  indeed  acceptable 
sexual  activity.  Similarly,  uncircumcized  men  had  ac¬ 
quired  a  cachet  in  the  gay  male  community  several 
years  prior  to  their  taking  up  residence  in  Pornland  in 
any  appreciable  numbers. 

But  the  winds  of  change  are  currently  blowing  in 
Pornland.  How  strongly  they  will  blow  and  what  im¬ 
pact  they  will  have  remains  to  be  seen,  but  there  are 
now  several  challenges  to  its  cherished  traditions, 
coming  from  both  in  and  outside  of  Pornland.  The  first 
is  a  long-standing  criticism  that  Pornland  is  racist. 
Black  and  latino  men  are  allowed  in  only  on  a  token 
basis,  and  their  presence  is  permitted  solely  because 
of  the  racial/sexual  mythology  they  represent.  This 
mythology  is  often  very  clearly  spelled  out.  Similarly, 
Asians  are  barred  from  Pornland,  also  on  the  basis  of 
racial/ sexual  mythology.  A  related  criticism  has  to  do 
with  the  general  lack  of  diversity  in  Pornland,  its 
obsessive  preoccupation  with  young,  trim,  muscular 
bodies,  and,  perhaps  especially,  those  enormous  tubes 
of  man-meat. 

But  the  newest  challenge  is  to  the  very  heart  of 
Pornland:  the  type  of  sexual  behavior  in  which  its 
citizens  engage.  Pornland  has  a  responsibility,  goes 
one  argument,  to  model  safe,  health-conscious  sexual 
behavior.  By  continuing  to  print  stories  with  unsafe 
sexual  activity,  that  activity  appears  to  be  sanctioned. 
Defenders  of  Pornland  argue  that  it  is  Fantasyland, 
and  that  fantasy  is  a  form  of  safe  sex.  You  can't  con¬ 
tract  AIDS  by  reading  about  rimming. 

What  is  most  interesting  about  all  of  these 
challenges  is  that  they  are  eoming  from  the  very  peo¬ 
ple  who  create  Pornland,  in  particular  from  two 
publications  that  rest  at  opposite  ends  of  the  gay 
publishing  continuum:  The  Advocate  and  Straight  to 
Hell. 

In  June  1984  the  mighty  Advocate  joined  the  soft¬ 
porn  parade  by  introducing  Advocate  Men,  clearly 
targeting  it  to  become  the  king  of  "guppie"  porn.  The 
pilot  issue  pictured  one  Black  model  and  two  models 
with  average-sized  love  logs.  Even  more  startling  were 
the  porn  video  reviews,  written  by  Fred  Bisonnes,  a 
long-time  pron  filmmaker  who  said  flatly,  "In  these 
Plague  Years  it  seems  the  pinnacle  of  moral  irrespon¬ 
sibility  for  gay  video-porn  producers  to  persist  in  the 
depiction  of  oral  ingestion  of  sperm  in  their  new  pro¬ 
ducts." 

The  second  issue  of  Advocate  Men,  in  addition  to 
including  an  Asian  model  and  a  story  set  in  feudal 
Japan,  contained  this  editorial  notice:  "Men  won't  be  a 
'lily-white'  magazine.  As  they're  available  to  us,  we 
intend  to  present  models  who  reflect  the  'minority' 
members  of  the  gay  community....  And  models  over 
40  will  have  a  place  in  our  nude  photo  features,  as 
well."  Reader  reaction  to  these  politics  was,  according 
to  the  editors,  overwhelmingly  positive.  While  it  can 
certainly  be  argued  that  Advocate  Men  hasn't  followed 
through  on  these  lofty  sentiments  as  well  as  it  might,  it 
still  represents  an  open  challenge  to  some  of  the 
established  conventions  of  Pornland. 

At  the  opposite  end  of  the  continuum  is  the  raw 
challenge  posed  by  the  gritty  "chapbook"  Straight  to 
Hell  ( STH )  and  the  anthologies  of  its  material  such  as 
Meat,  Sweat,  Sex,  etc.  Purporting  to  be  authentic  ac¬ 
counts  of  reader  experiences  (and  I  see  no  reason  to 
doubt  that),  STH  began  as  one  of  the  small  circulation,

Porn  land  Fantasies

special  intrest  publications  on  the 
fringes  of  the  Porn  Biz.  STH  was 
originally  published  by  the  eccen¬ 
tric  and  quirky  Boyd  McDonald 
whose  avowed  aim  was  to 
challenge  the  slick  and,  to  his  way 
of  thinking,  sanitized  excursions 
into  Pornland  offered  by 
mainstream  softporn.  The 
escapades  chronicled  in  STH 
showed  the  rather  astonishing 
variety  of  sexual  behavior  engaged 
in  by  men  of  every  age,  size,  shape, 
and  color.  The  tremendous  reader 
response  to  both  the  chapbooks 
and  the  anthologies  indicates  that 
readers  do  in  fact  want  more  diver¬ 
sity  in  Pornland.  (It  should  also  be 
noted  that  Drummer  has  been  no 
slouch  in  expanding  the  boun¬ 
daries  of  Pornland.) 

The  last  challenge  comes  from 
outside  Pornland.  The  increasing¬ 


ly  conservative  political  climate, 
and  the  misguided  anti-porn 
movement  which  seems  bent  on 
playing  into  the  hands  of  the  con¬ 
servatives,  threatens  the  very  ex¬ 
istence  of  softporn,  and  with  it, 
Pornland.  And  that  is  a  serious 
threat  indeed,  for  despite  its 
faults,  Pornland  is  important. 

Pornalnd  affirms  gay  men  by 
acknowledging,  right  there  on  the 
newsstand,  that  we  exist,  that  we 
meet,  that  we  love,  and  that  we 
have  sex  together.  Those  who 
dismiss  Pornland  as  one¬ 
dimensional  and  shallow  miss  the 
point.  If  Pornland  is  trying  to 
reflect  only  one  aspect  of  our  lives, 
the  sexual  aspect,  it  is  exactly  this 
part  of  us  which  is  most  feared, 
hated  and  reviled.  In  reflecting  our 
sexuality,  Pornland  celebrates  the 
possibilities  of  being  gay  men. 

Pornland  is  a  relentlessly  op¬ 


timistic  place.  And  that,  I  suspect, 
is  a  clue  to  its  everlasting  populari¬ 
ty.  There  are  no  closets  in 
Pornland.  Everyone  is  gay,  takes  it 
for  granted,  and  rejoices  in  it  — 
even  Pig  Slaves.  Homophobes 
either  don’t  exist  or  are  punished. 
There  is  no  real  unhappiness,  no 
disease,  no  AIDS,  no  fear,  and  no 
problem  that  cannot  be  solved  by 
getting  laid.  In  Pornland,  hearts 
are  never  broken,  lovers  are  never 
jealous,  and  no  one  ever  has  to 
wait  for  the  phone  call  that  never 
comes.  The  only  desire  is  for  sex, 
and  that  desire  is  always  satisfied 
in  spades. 

Of  course  it’s  unrealistic.  Of 
course  it’s  silly.  That’s  okay  by 
me;  I’m  not  asking  to  live  there. 

I  just  want  to  visit.  Again,  and 
again,  and  again.
